PANAMA CITY, Fla. (AP) - After 


13 hours adrift in the Gulf of Mexico, 
Edward Home, his wife and five chil- 
dren were elated to see a rescue plane 
Then the sharks hit. 


"We didn't know the sharks were 


around until the very last," Home said 
Tuesday of an attack that fatally 
wounded Billy, 10. Another son, Ed- 
ward Jr., 3, also died, apparently of ex- 
posure or drowning. 


"The shark hit the boy as soon as the 


plane spotted us," Home said from a 
hospital bed at Tyndall Air Force Base 
in Panama City, where the family was 
taken after being rescued. 


"Why he hit our son and not us, I'll 


never know," he said of one shark that 
mangled Billy's arms and legs. "We 
were strictly in the hands of God." 


Family adrift nearly rescued when sharks struck 


Home, 43, his wife, Diane, 34, and 


children Biliy, Edward Jr., Diana Jo, 
14, Gerald Paul, 11, and Melissa, 4, 
were on a vacation cruise from their 
home in Houston, Tex., to the Bahamas 
when tragedy struck. Four other chil- 
dren did not make the trip. 


The surviving members were admit- 


ted to the Tyndall hospital for observa- 
tion, spokesmen said. 


Home said the family left the Florida 


Panhandle city of Carrabelle late Mon- 
day aboard their 43-foot boat, the 
"Princess Ann." They were headed for 
Tarpon Springs, north of St. Peters- 
burg, when they ran into trouble. 


"Two hours out, we hit the darnedest 


storm we ever saw," Home, a motel 
broker, told his oldest son, James Ed- 


ward, in a telephone call home. "There 
were 16-foot waves crashing over the 
deck. It just busted the boat open. 


"We stayed aboard as long as we 


could, 'til the waves ripped off the 
sides," Home later told newsmen. 
"And finally, it was gone. We tied each 
other together and stayed around the 
life ring." 


Coast Guard officials said they re- 


sponded to the craft's distress call, ra- 
dioed at 11 p.m. Monday, by sending 
out two aircraft that searched through- 
out the night and after daybreak. 


At about noon, an airplane piloted by 


Coast Guard Lt. Col. Jack Arney 
spotted the survivors, clad in life jack- 
ets and clinging to a single life ring. 


"They were kicking, thrashing the 


water, and there was a number of 
sharks surrounding them," Arney said. 
He said there were eight to a dozen 
sharks in the water, "15 feet away, just 
lying there with their noses pointed 
towards the family." 


A nearby pleasure boat, the "Marel 


III," captained by Clyde Snyder of 
Tampa, was guided to the family by 
Arney's plane and picked up the seven. 
Helicopters 
brought the two dying 


youngsters to shore and the rest of the 
family followed after being transferred 
to a Coast Guard cutter. 


"Somewhere, somehow, 
we over- 


looked something, I think it was the 
weather," Home said. 


"And our babies had to pay for it," 


added Mrs. Home. 
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Nixon leaves U.S.S.R. 
after signing arms pact 


MOSCOW (AP) - President Nixon 


left for the United States today after 
wrapping up a week-long summit with 
Soviet leaders by signing agreements 
designed to limit nuclear arms. 


Communist party chief 
Leonid I. 


Brezhnev and other Soviet leaders 
gathered at Vnukovo Airport for a brief 
departure ceremony under overcast 
skies. Nixon's plane left for Caribou, 
Maine, at 5:18 p.m. - 10:18 a.m. EOT. 


Nixon and Brezhnev signed a summit 


communique pledging they would seek 
a 10-year pact to limit offensive nuclear 
weapons, but could not settle an accord 
on curbing missiles with multiple war- 
heads. 


In a joint communique summing up 


their third summit conference, the 
American President and the chief of 
the Soviet Communist party also com- 
mitted their governments to stop un- 
derground nuclear weapon tests with 
an explosive force of more than 150 
kilotons and to put newi limits on their 
missile defense systems" 


The underground test treaty is to 


take effect in 21 months, on March 31, 
1976, and requires the approval of two- 


thirds of the U.S. Senate. The agree- 
ment on missile defenses, which is in 
the form of a protocol to the 1972 
treaty, probably will be submitted to 
Congress in the form of a resolution 
seeking endorsement. 


As part of the partial test ban, Nixon 


and Brezhnev came to an unwritten un- 
derstanding that observers from each 
goverment would be allowed to visit the 
other's test sites to verify compliance. 


If implemented, it would be the first 


time the Soviet Union has allowed such 
American observers on its territory. 


Secretary of State Henry A. Kiss- 


inger told newsmen the two leaders 
had given up the goal of a permanent 
ban on offensive nuclear weapons. But 
he said the t h i r d a n n u a l Nix- 
on-Brezhnev summit "shouldn't be 
seen in terms of hitting a home run on 
one occasion." 


A 10-year pact, TfTrcan be worked 


out by U.S. and Soviet negotiators in 
Geneva, would covers "the realities" of 
foreseeable weapons development, and 
"that is about as permanent" as any 
accord that could be arranged now, 
Kissinger said. 


Nixon and Brezhnev met late in the 


morning in advance of the ceremonial 
signing of the communique. 


The President was to leave for the 


United States in the afternoon. 


With their 1972 ban on some offensive 


weapons running out in 1977, the two 
leaders agreed that a new treaty should 
be completed "at the earliest possible 
date" and should run until 1985. It 
would try to limit both newer type 
weapons, including missiles with mul- 
tiple warheads, and the numbers being 
deployed. 


Kissinger said the key problem re- 


mains how to correlate the 3-to-l U.S. 
advantage in missiles with multiple 
warheads and the Soviet advantage in 
launchers. 


He said he expects the Geneva nego- 


tiations to resume on Aug. 1 "give or 
take a couple of weeks." 


The 
150-kiloton ceiling on under- 


ground nuclear explosions to which 
Nixon and Brezhnev agreed is equiva-" 
lent to the explosive force of 150,000 
tons of TNT, or 7'.2 times the force of 
the atomic bombs the United States 
dropped on Hiroshima and Nagasaki. 


The most powerful nuclear device so 
far tested had a force equivalent to 57 
million tons of TNT and was exploded 
by the Soviet Union in 1961. 


Kissinger said the two governments 


had in mind a followup agreement that 
would permit explosions for peaceful 
uses above the 150-kiloton limit. Such 
an agreement, he said, would call for 
the presence of observers at the test ex- 
plosions, most probably from the two 
powers but possibly from third coun- 
tries. 


The agreement on missile defense 


systems expands the 1972 treaty which 
limited the two countries to two such 
installations each. Only one is in place 
in each country — the Soviets' protect- 
ing Moscow and the American system 
shielding Minuteman missiles at Grand 
Forks, N.D. Today Nixon and Brezhnev 
agreed not to build the second installa- 
tion. 


Kissinger said this "has profound 
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strategic consequences" since multiple 
warheads were developed primarily to 
overcome the antiballistic missiles, or 
ABMs. He said within five years the 
United States and the Soviet Union 
could choose to relocate the one missile 
defense system now permitted. 


Nixon and Brezhnev also joined in a 


statement advocating that measures be 
taken to guard against changing the 
environment for military purposes. 


The communique touched on a -num- 


ber of world problems and other nego- 
tiations that are going on. 


The two leaders said "removal of the 


danger of war and tension" in the 
Middle East was of paramount impor- 
tance and urgency.

Krogh contradicts 
letter on break-in 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Former 


White House aide Egil "Bud" Krogh 
today acknowledged writing a letter a 
year ago that contradicts his testimony 
linking John D. Ehrlichman to the 
planning of the break-in at the office of 
Daniel Ellsberg's pyschiatrist. 


Both Krogh, 34, and David R. Young, 


another former Ehrlichman aide, testi- 
fied Tuesday in the Plumbers trial that 
there was never any question during 
their planning discussions with Ehr- 
lichman that men hired by the White 
House would enter the psychiatrist's of- 
fice without the doctor's consent or 
knowledge. 


However, Krogh acknowledged today 


that a letter he wrote when he resigned 
from his post as undersecretary of the 
Department of Transportation in May 
1973 included the statement that "... 
agreement to this mission was my re- 
sponsibility, a step taken in excess of 
instructions, and without the knowl- 
edge or permission of any superior." 


Asked about that statement today, 


Krogh said from the witness stand, "I 
was net in this document attempting to 
speak for others or describe what par- 
ticipation others might have had." 


In his earlier testimony, Krogh indi- 


cated that Ehrlichman's only caution in 
approving the break-in was to make 
sure the operation would not be traced 
to the White House. 


Krogh and Young agreed t un the 


possible illegality of the entry at Dr. 
Lewis J. ^ielding's Beverly Hills, 
Calif., office was never raised before- 


hand. They also were unable to recal' 
using such explicit terms as "bur 
glary" or "break'in" in seeking Ehr- 
lichman's approval for the Sept. 3, 
1971, search for Ellsberg's psychiatric 
records. 


Young, who traded immunity from 


prosecution in exchange for his testi- 
mony, 
completed cross-examination 


Tuesday. Krogh pleaded guilty and 
served 4'/2 months of six-month jail 
term for plotting the breakin. 


In addition to the charge of conspi- 


racy to violate Fielding's rights Ehr- 
lichman, once President Nixon's prin- 
cipal domestic affairs adviser, is also 
charged on four counts of lying to the 
FBI and a federal grand jury. 


Three other defendents in the case 


are G. Gordon Liddy, and Miamians 
Bernard L. Barker and Eugenio R. 
Martinez. 


Krogh told of being given the special 


assignment of tracking down and dis- 
covering the reasons for a rat,h of na- 
tional security leaks to the press in 
1970 and 1971 and said he and Young

WASHINGTON (AP) - The U.S. Ex- 


port-Import Bank has authorized fi- 
nancing for a nuclear project in Yugo- 
slavia despite congressional criticism 
of the bank's aid to Communist coun- 
tries. 


The $176 million in low-cost financing 


is the first aid from the bank for a nu- 
clear project in a Communist country. 
It also is the largest ev>r for Yugo- 
slavia. 


Eximbank's granting of low-interest 


loans and credits to Communist coun- 
tries, which has sharply increased in 
the past year, has met sharp criticism 
in Congress. 


A number of congressmen object to 


extending low-interest financing 
to 


Communist nations — and other na- 
tions as well — while domestic firms 
must borrow funds at interest rates 
above 10 per cent for their purchases 
and investments. 


And, on Tuesday, the House voted to 


try to block international loans to India 
as a protest of her nuclear test last 
month. India has not signed the nu- 
clear nonproliferation treaty and the 
House move would seek to prevent 
loans by the International Development 
Agency to any country which develops 
nuclear explosives and does not sign 
the treaty. 


Eximbank's lending authority ex- 


pired at midnight Sunday and a bill to 
extend it for another four years has 
been hung up in Congress. A 30-day ex- 
tension has been approved but Presi- 
dent Nixon has not yet signed it. 


The Yugoslavia credit was announced 


in an Eximbank press release on 
Friday, before the bank's lending au- 
thority expired. Additional information 
on the project was learned in telephone 
interviews Monday and Tuesday with 
Eximbank officials. 
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Report on Humphrey, McGovern financing reconsidered

WASHINGTON (AP) - The staff of 


the Senate Watergate committee is re- 
considering 
its preliminary reports 


criticizing the campaign finances of 
Democrats Hubert H. Humphrey and 
George McGovern. 


Democrats on the staff, apparently 


without telling Republicans, have 
agreed to review new material to be 
submitted by McGovern aides. The 
aides complained that a preliminary 
report was unfair in suggesting that 
McGovern may have violated the spirit 
of the law forbidding corporate cam- 
paign donations when he forced some 
creditors, including corporations, 
to 


settle leftover campaign bills for 


$35,000 less than the full amounts. 


Humphrey complained to top Demo- 


crats and Republican staff members, 
in a meeting also attended by com- 
mittee member Daniel K. Inouye, 
D-Hawaii. Humphrey agreed to submit 
new information about his personal fi- 
nances and instructed his lawyer to 
draw up a legal brief for the staff de- 
fending his use of more than $100,000 in 
personal funds in his 1972 campaign for 
the Democratic presidential nomi- 
nation. 


Earlier, the staff had said Humphrey 


had failed to turn over requested docu- 
ments. 


One committee source said that the 


panel's chairman, Sam J. Ervm Jr., 
had called Democratic staff members 


and ordered that the McGovern section 
of the preliminary report be taken out. 
However, Chief Counsel Samuel Dash 
denied that any final decision had been 
made on the McGovern report. 


Dash wouldn't confirm or deny that 


Ervin had expressed a personal inter- 
est in the McGovern section. But he did 
say that complaints had been raised 
about its fairness and that the staff is 
taking a second look. 


Chief Republican counsel Fred 


Thompson said Dash hadn't told him 
that McGovern aides had complained 
directly, nor that any reconsideration 
was under way. "If they're working 
something out, it's being done unilater- 
ally," Thompson said. 


The McGovern draft said that 


$340,000 in leftover funds, raised for 
McGovern's 
presidential 
campaign, 


were shifted to his current senate re- 
election race in South Dakota. It said 
that at the same time his presidential 
campaign committee was forcing cred- 
itors to swallow bad debts. It said this 
may violate at least the spirit of the 
law against corporations giving money 
to federal campaigns. 


A McGovern aide, John Holum, 


called the report a "cheap shot," and 
said the principal presidential com- 
mittee was in the red at the time it 
asked creditors to settle for 50 cents on 
the dollar. He said the state and local 
campaign finance officials had ordered 
the leftover $340,000 to be sent to the 
Senate race, preventing McGovern 


from paying off presidential debts with 
it. 


The McGovern draft was written by a 


Republican and edited into final form 
by assistant Democratic counsel David 
Dorsen. Dash said neither he nor Ervin 
had seen the draft before it was leaked 
to newsmen. 


Humphrey's lawyer, Joseph A. Wal- 


ters of Minneapolis, is scheduled to 
present the staff with a legal brief 
today. A Humphrey spokesman said it 
would rebut the staff's conclusion that 
the Minnesota Democrat may have vio- 
lated an old federal law by shifting 
$86,000 in stock and $23,000 in cash 
from a personal trust and into his cam- 
paign in early 1972. 


The staff said that at that time, the 


law prohibited anyone from 
giving 


more than $5,000 to a single, national 
campaign committee. Humphrey did 
not split up his donations or set up the 
usual array of dummy committees that 
politicians usually used to circumvent 
that law, the staff report said. 


The Humphrey spokesman said Wal- 


ters would argue that the money went 
to a local committee, and not to a na- 
tional committee, and also that the law 
wasn't meant to limit the amount that 
candidates could give to themselves. 
He said the purpose of the law was to 
prevent any individual from unduly in- 
fluencing the candidate. "How can he 
influence himself?" the 
spokesman 


said.

Consumer protection 
act facing a battle 


The 1974 Consumer Protection 


Agency Act — p o t e n t i a l l y the con- 
sumer's most important protective leg- 
islation in a half-century-is heading 
for a bitter fight and probably also a 
filibuster when it reaches the Senate 
floor after Congress's July 4th recess. 


The data-gathering role of the CPA is 


a "dangerous" tool which "might be 
used to persuade other agencies to 
agree with the consumer advocate's 
viewpoint," says the powerful U.S. 
Chamber of Commerce. The agency 
could be "a disruptive force empow- 
ered to wander to and fro through the 
halls of government and...to engage ad- 
ministration agencies in guerrilla war- 
fare," adds Sen. James B. Allen (D.- 
Ala.), who led the filibuster that de- 
feated the bill in 1972 and who, along 
with Government Operations Com- 
mittee chairman Sam J. Erwin (D.- 
N.C.), is likely to lead the filibusterers 
in 1974. 


Fear too much power 


It's a "bad idea whose time has come 


and gone" and a too powerful "Caesar 
within the federal bureaucracy," de- 
clare other opponents getting set to kill 
the legislation again. 


What's this bill all about? Briefly, 


the CPA would: 
Serve as the consumer's watchdog 


both within and outside the federal 
regulatory agencies; represent you at 
formal and informal proceedings held 
by other federal agencies; be a clear- 
inghouse for complaints; referring 
complaints to appropriate sources;, 


Appeal anti-consumer decisions and 


rulings in the courts and subpoena in- 
formation from federal agencies if the 
CPA deemed the information relevant 
to your health and/or safety; 


Distribute important information on 


consumer products and services to the 
public and encourage both public and 
private product testing. 


It would, in sum, be the consumer's 


first independent non-regulatory 
agency at the top levels of government. 


Senator Percy favors it 


In the words of Sen. Charles H. Percy 


(R.-I1L), it would "temper the arro- 
gance, cynicism and callousness of 
.those who would deceive, cheat, injure 
OT'even kill buyers and users of goods 
and services." It would, in the words of 
Congressman Ben Rosenthal (D.-N.Y.), 
"give consumers equal clout with busi- 
.Tiess when federal decisions are made 
-affecting the health and economic well- 
Jjping of the public." It would, in the 
words of Sen. Frank Moss (D.-Utah), 
thalt the "inclination by the regulators 
IQ-simply do what industry asks"—to 
Disintegrate 
"into 
industry mouth- 


Jwgces."

Nancy Chasen, lawyer-lobbyist for the 
Public Citizens Congress Watch organi- 
zation in Washington, who has been a 
tireless lobbyist for the CPA, makes a 
crucial point:

agencies notify the public that certain 
investigations or informal proceedings 
are taking place, many issues are de- 
cided before consumers even know they 
are being considered. Where the 
agency decides not to act, consumers 
may never know an investigation even 
took place." 


No organized lobby 


As matters stand this pre-July 4th, 


consumers have no organized lobby be- 
fore Congress—although you have doz- 
ens of dedicated individuals and sepa- 
rate organizations competing to speak 
for you, with varying degrees of since- 
rity and effectiveness. 


Your access to the kind of informa- 


tion you need to help you plead a wor- 
thy cause is severely limited. 


If anything, you are appallingly un- 


dersupplied with time, money and or- 
ganization to represent your interests 
before the federal agencies which make 
critically important decisions for you. 
Your interest is, in fact, "fragmented 
and grossly under-represented in ordi- 
nary agency regulatory business," says 
Robert Pitofsky, former director of the 
Federal Trade Commission's Bureau of 
Consumer Protection. Pitofsky esti- 
mates that the impact of business on 
the regulatory agencies outweighs the 
consumer's by 100 to one. 


To get a lot of the answers, ask your- 


self one question: Did you know before 
reading this column what this bill was 
all about and that it was heading for a 
battle as vicious as this? 


DNR wants delay 
for power plant 


MADISON, Wis. (AP)-The Natural 


Resources Department has requested a 
year's delay in allowing three utilities 
to build a second coal-fired electricity 
generating station near Portage. 


The DNR's Environmental Protection 


Bureau asked the Public Service Com- 
mission Tuesday to hold off granting 
certificates of authority for a 527,000- 
kilowatt plant on the Wisconsin River 
until engineers determine how the first 
unit's pollution control equipment be- 
haves. 


The first $130 million unit is sched- 


uled for completion in 1975. 


Sulphur dioxide emissions from a 


second unit could reduce the area's air 
quality below permissible levels, the 
DNR said. 


"The only way to determine if emis- 


sion limits can be met by Unit 2 is to 
run a stack test on Unit 1 when that fa- 
cility goes into operation," the DNR's 
request said. 
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Economic outlook bleak 
41 's crash rate used 
in freeway argument 


MADISON, Wis. (AP)-For many ru- 


ral Wisconsin residents, the first three 
months of 1974 offered as bleak an eco- 
nomic outlook as the depression years 
of*931 through 1939, state officials say. 


Two Wisconsin cities, Green Bay and 


Racine, had unemployment rates of 
more than 8 per cent. 


"Particularly in rural areas, we have 


a lot of people who have simply given 
up looking for work for a lack of jobs," 
William Bechtel, director of the State 
Manpower Council, said. 


"The decisive majority of those 


people out of work are not receiving 
unemployment compensation," Bechtel 
said. "Some go on welfare, others get 
by on savings and doing odd jobs and 
others go down to Manpower Inc. for a 
day to get 10 bucks or so." 


Bechtel referred to state statistics 


which showed that 15 Wisconsin count- 
ies had average unemployment rates of 
more than 10 per cent for the first 
three months of 1974. Twenty-seven 
others had average unemployment of 
more than 6 per cent. 


Unemployment rates in excess of 6 


per cent are considered cause for 
alarm, many economists say. 


In Menominee County, about one out 


of four persons was out of work. 


Contrary to popular belief, Bechtel 


said, qualifying for jobless benefits is 


not always easy nor are benefits always 
near the maximum. 


He said actual unemployment is usu- 


ally two to three times the number of 
persons who fit the federal definition of 
unemployed—those actually 
seeking 


jobs. 


Martin Kestin, wlto administers the 


state unemployment compensation pro- 
gram, said persons working in agricul- 
ture or domestics do not qualify for any 
jobless benefits. 


Others have not met the requirement 


that they must have worked for one or 
more covered employers for a min- 
imum of 17 weeks within the previous 
52 weeks. Unless the employe was laid 
off because of lack of work, winning 
jobless benefits becomes increasingly 
harder. About 95 per cent of those seek- 
ing the benefits are laid off because of 
lack of work. 


Kestin said about five per cent of 


those seeking unemployment benefits 
either got fired, quit, became involved 
in a labor dispute or were unavailable 
for work because of physical illness. 


The state has the discretion to deter- 


mine whether persons in the latter cat- 
egories are able to collect the benefits. 


Although maximum benefits in Wis- 


consin would total $3,366 over 34 weeks, 
most don't collect that much, Kestin 
said.

MADISON - The State Department 


of Transportation has released highway 
accident statistics for U.S. 41 from 
Fond du Lac to Green Bay to back up 
its decision not to convert U.S. 141 from 
Sheboygan to Green Bay into an ex- 
pressway. 


The expressway theory has been ad- 


vanced by many oDoonents of the oro- 
posed Interstate-57 who contend that 
use of 141 would be economically and 
environmentally wiser than to cut 
through agricultural land and build a 
freeway. 


The department has argued that to 


use 141 would require the construction 
of an expressway, meaning that access 
to the highway could not be controlled, 
rather than a freeway, which would 
limit at grade access to the highway. 


The department's strongest 
argu- 


ment comes in the subject of highway 
safety and the Fond du Lac-to-Green 
Bay stretch of U.S. 41 has been used as 
an example. It is the department's con- 
tention that the accident and fatality 
rate on expressways is far higher than 
on freeways. 


Pointing out that the chief purpose of 


1-57 is to handle larger traffic volumes 
more efficiently, the department points 
out that accidents will not only mar the 
state's highway safety efforts but will 
impede the smooth flow of traffic to 
and from the area. 
The answer, according to department 


officials, is simple. Build a freeway 
from Sheboygan to Green Bay and limit 
the access to the highway. 


Department statistics for 41 bear out 


this theory. For a 27-mile stretch of ex- 
pressway from north Fond du Lac 
County line to County Trunk Highway V 
in Outagamie County, a total of 365 ac- 
cidents and nine fatalities were re- 
ported in 1972. 


Comparatively, a 13-mile stretch of 


freeway from County Trunk V to 
County Trunk J produced only 57 acci- 
dents and one fatality in 1972. Contin-

Lawyer's defense of 
Nixon not sufficient 


WASHINGT9N-The essentiality to 


President Nixon's defense of the 
present partisan split within the House 
Judiciary Committee can be measured 
by the hard fact that presidential de- 
fense lawyer James St. Clair did not 
really make his case last week. 


St. Clair, engaging and quick-witted, 


is a superb trial lawyer. But his two- 
day presentation of evidence was gen- 
erally unconvincing. "I'd call it just so- 
so," one fence-sitting Republican mem- 
ber told us. He and others who really 
have not made up their minds on im- 
peachment agreed that St. Clair failed 
to adequately refute accusations that 
President Nixon authorized hush- 
money payments to E. Howard Hunt. 


Committee now polarized 


But while St. Clair's substantive pre- 


sentation fell flat, he and the Presi- 
dent's staunchest allies on the com- 
mittee did succeed last week in 
polarizing the committee along parti- 
san lines as never before. The polariza- 
tion will continue for the time being. 
Just as the Democratic majority last 
week restricted St. Clair's witness list, 
it is expected in another party-line vote 
today to reject opening his examination 
of witnesses to public view. 


Impeachment, then, may boil down 


to this: will the genuine anger of Re- 
publicans against chairman Peter Ro- 
dino and his Democratic majority ob- 
scure their serious consideration of Mr. 
Nixon's guilt or innocence? 


Just a small fraction of the 38 com- 


mittee members are affected. Six or 
possibly seven of the committee's 17 
Republicans are genuinely undecided, 
with the possibility that they might end 
up voting for impeachment. Whether 
they do or not might well determine the 
outcome on the House floor. 


Consequently, White House strategy 


for months has been to foment a parti- 
san split within the committee. Mr. 
Nixon's aides were bitterly disap- 
pointed that Republicans backed Ro- 
dino's subpoenas for presidential 
tapes, and since then have pushed hard 
to mobilize those epublicans behind St. 
Clair's procedural demands. 


Push for mid-July vote 


The President's unwitting allies in 


this polarization have been House Dem- 
ocrats, 
including majority 
leader 


Thomas P. O'Neill, who have pressed 
the committee to vote impeachment by 
mid-July as scheduled. When it seemed 
two weeks ago that the committee 
might slip a month on that schedule, 
many Democrats —including some on 
the committee—urged less deliberation 
and more speed. Under such pressure, 
Rodino has been abrupt in rejecting St. 
Clair's time-consuming requests. 


But beyond haste, there is Demo- 


cratic exasperation with St. Clair's 
double standard. Some senior Demo- 
cratic Congressmen not on the com- 
mittee have privately asked Rodino 
whether, in the interests of bipartisan- 


ship, he might not be more conciliatory 
toward St. Clair's requests. Rodino re- 
plied he could not be forthcoming when 
the President cavalierly defied sub- 
poenas but demanded strict rules of 
evidence followed in making his de- 
fense. 


Thus, St. Clair's game plan: stone- 


walling tactics help produce the parti- 


san split which in turn leads Republi- 
cans to overlook the stonewalling. One 
moderate Republican committee mem- 
ber who six weeks ago was willing to 
impeach Mr. Nixon for defiance of con- 
gressional subpoenas told us his rage 
has been diverted away from the Presi- 
dent and toward Rodino.

Short said Wisconsin Travel Service, 


owned by Chicago travel agent Steven 
Tsalikis, has been using office space of 
the Natural Resources 
Department, 


booking reservations at resorts and ho- 
tels. 


After Lucey's staff questioned the ar- 


ranagement, "we assumed it had all 
been taken care of," Short said. 


"This is something we have an obli- 


gation to follow up, and we will," he 
said. 


Jeffrey Smoller, a Lucey aide, said 


the Chicago affair should be included 
in a DNR investigation being conducted 
by a lawyer appointed last month by 
the governor. 


Tsalikis' service was created in 1971 


to handle packaged tours to Wisconsin 
vacation sites. The arrangement with 
the DNR was designed to stimulate 
tourism income. 


It was created under auspices of Bur- 


ton Loken, a former Chicago advertis- 
ing executive who in 1970 became di- 
rector of the DNR's tourism promotion 
bureau. 


He said Tsalikis collects a 10 per cent 


commission on the packaged tours. Six 
other travel agents declined to partici- 
pate, he said. 


Loken was quoted by the Sentinel as 


saying Tsalikis maintains a list of com- 
mercial tourism facilities for selling 
the tours, and that all the state's tour- 
ist facilities had an opportunity to get 
on the roster. 


Loken said sales have not been en- 


tirely successful, and that Tsalikis is 
not realizing much of a return, having 
earned about $8,000 on $84,000 in tours 
between January and September last 
year. 


Tsalikis, he said, is both selling tours 


and simply making motel reservations. 


"He is doing both," Loken said, 


"anything he can to make a buck." 


Tsalikis said his arrangement with 


the DNR includes providing advisory 
services to resort operators.

Thursday is the Fourth of July, 


marking our country's 198th birthday 
It seems a good time to take notice of a 
house, in fact a farmhouse, in North

home nestled in the rolling countryside 
just outside of High Point were redone 
to show the evolution of lifestyles in the 
U S Starting with a small area on the 
third floor of the structure done as a 
common room in Jamestown in the 
year 1650 and skipping from floor to 
floor and room to room, the effort is 
climaxed with what might have been a 
1925 living room in Cleveland, Ohio 


At the helm of the project which was 


sponsored by Sherwm Williams Co 
with the cooperation of several furni- 
ture manufacturers, was talented de- 
signer, Patricia Plaxico, A I D for the 
paint firm Endless hours of research 
went into the project before the first 
brushful of paint, strip of wallcovering 
or piece of carpet went into any room 


Special effects were created using 


such methods and techniques as Ja- 
panning, 
wallpapering, 
decalmania, 


graining, marblizing, stenciling and 
decorative brushwork No detail 
seemed too small for Pat's attention 
When the house was viewed by mem- 
bers of the press (unfortunately the 
project is not open to the public), the 
first sight of the farm brought a patri- 
otic picture to mind The exterior is 
painted that soft-greyed blue associ- 
ated with earlier centuries, with white 
trim and sills painted red 


A 1725 guest bedroom is typical of 


what might have been found then in 
Boston 
Handblocked wallpapers, 


printed with copper plate engraving 
were introduced at this time The pat- 
terns were of plant and floral designs 
in primary colors Architectural devel- 
opments included the corner cupboard, 
often designed as part of a room's pan 
ehng Day bed, inspired by the Queen 
Anne love seat, became extremely pop- 
ular as both bed and couch 


And also reflecting the Queen Anne- 


English influences was the Windsor 
chair, introduced m this period Nee- 
dlework was important and lace, done 
by hand was used for coverings and 
window treatments 


Other early rooms are a living room 


dining room in 1675 New England, a 


Lavish parlor 


Gothic-type arches, lavish exterior moldings and carvings 
were typical of Victorian-inspired houses built during the last 
half of the 19th century and serve today as a reminder of 
America s economic expansion Walls were decorated with 
patterned coverings and layered coverings were used on 
windows and tables and bed 


1700 bedroom in New Amsterdam, a 
1750 bedroom in Philadelphia and a 
1775 sitting room in Charleston 


Religion was the key to an 1850 


kitchen in Zoar, Ohio It was during 
this century that members of various 
religious sects founded communes, 
dedicated to their oeliefs in the rural 
areas These settlers gave their hearts 
to God and their hands to work on their 
farms A simple way of life, it was re- 
flected in sparsely furnished homes 
Decorative motifs for wall treatments 
were taken from the religion such as 
the seven pointed Zoar star used on 
walls and ceilings Plants, flowers and 
rural life also inspired murals and dec 
orative elements Kitchens were large 
and the cast-iron stove provided heat 
for cooking as well as heat for other 
parts of the house 


One room was done as an American 


Empire bedroom in 1800 in Harrods- 
burg, Ky , another as a loft in an 1825 
southwestern home 


Bucks County, Pa , was reflected in 


an 1875 quiet room, and New Orleans in 
a 1900 Victorian parlor This latter pe- 
riod was one of American adaptations 
of the elaborate, ostentatious Victorian 
designs that came about with the rapid 
industrialization of the 
economy 


Houses reflecting Gothic architecture 
were built in various parts of the coun- 
try There were few craftsmen m this 
period and furniture was machine- 
made The what-not shelf was created 
to display objects d'art along with the 
introduction of many bric-a-brac arti- 
cles Ornate fringes, tassels and heavy 
tufting decorated upholstered furniture 
and the hassock was presented during 
this time 


All-over floral patterns were found on 


wallpapers and the layered look was 
shown in window treatments, table and 
bed coverings Parlors were styled to 
be as elegant and as decorative as pos- 
sible 


By 1925, a new architecture made its 


debut in America with the construction 
of apartment buildings, townhouses 
and skyscrapers. The pre-World War I 
stylized eclectism continued and grad- 
ually modified as designs and patterns 
from various influences were matched 
Queen Anne style chairs appeared with 
Chinese inspired decoration

travel brought furnishings from all 
parts of the world The rich imported 
complete rooms from European chat- 
eaus And, in some homes, interior dec- 
oration was a composite of treasured 
mementos and furnishings from sev- 
eral generations Ceiling treatments in- 
cluded mirrors, which also were used 
on walls and chimney breasts Marble 
was found on walls and in mantel- 
pieces 


It was almost a let-down as the tour 


ended for somehow, the story of Amer- 
ica seems easier to understand with 
visual reminders of how people lived

ture0 Will it be the modern, plastic, 
chrome and glass, the renewed interest 
in styles that were around when our 
country was born, or the commune of 
the hippie generation?

Depression is not necessarily a symp- 


tom of mental illness 
"Depression 


may be a response to a sick situation," 
said Helen Loschnigg, instructor in 
women's educational resources at the 
University of Wisconsin-Extension 


She attacked traditional methods of 


psychotherapy and psychiatric coun- 
seling for women and said they're re- 
sponsible for making women think they 
are sick and keeping them that way 


"All problems don't come from 


within the woman, as most counselors 
would have you believe," she stated 
"Instead, many problems come from 
society which has stereotyped ideas 
about how a woman is supposed to feel, 
act and react " 


Therapy encourages women to look 


inward, to find the reasons for their 
problems within themselves and find 


the answers by changing themselves It 
emphasizes relationships with others 
as important for self-esteem, she said 


In contrast, 
Loschnigg suggested 


that women look outward to see what's 
happening around them that makes 
them feel depressed or angry Anger is 
healthy, she said It can spur a woman 
to action 


"Therapists rarely encourage women 


to develop skills," Loschnigg noted 
"But it has been shown that active 
women feel much better. However, 
being active does not necessarily mean 
having an eight-to-five job," the 
speaker pointed out. 


Proper nutrition and A healthy body 


are also important for self-esteem 
"It's hard to like yourself if you don't 
feel good," said Loschnigg. 


The process of psychotherapy doesn't 


help, she believes 


"Therapy has the illusion of neutral- 


ity and mutuality, but it perpetuates 
dependency, Loschnigg said 


The therapist is directly in control 


You come to his office — probably a 
very plush one You pay him, and he 
interprets the problems according to 
theories developed by men, she stated 


Loschnigg presented a new model for 


therapy that she feels is more useful 
for women 


It should be free or low cost, empha- 


size work activity, encourage self-help 
and be a two-way, equal relationship 
between the helper and the person 
seeking help She described a situation 
where the woman client has direct in- 
put into making the decisions which 
shape her life.

Stellman, chairman of the University 
of Wisconsin-Extension Center for So- 
cial Service. He and his wife, L. Mandy 
Stellman, a Milwaukee attorney, led a 
"Suddenly Single" seminar recently as 
part of College Week, a series of min- 
icourses held in Madison each spring 
by UW-Extension. 


Newly single women, no matter how 


strong they are, Stellman said, need 
others during their early single state. 
Each needs at least one good friend to 
unburden herself to for support. 


She also needs professionals that 


support her during this time. If she's 
not satisfied with her lawyer, counselor 
or doctor, she should feel free to hire a 
replacement who does meet her needs. 


Being suddenly single, Stellman con- 


tinued, can be the start of a new life. 
He hoped all those in the class, many of 
them widowed or divorced grand- 
mothers, had learned how to do that. 


"Death or divorce provides you with 


the chance to start over again and do 
many things you've never done be- 
fore," she said. For example, in coping 
with loneliness, the newly single can 
reach out and try new activities. 


"We recommend finding new friends 


through an activity and not directly 
through 
socializing," 
Stellman ad- 


vised. "Enroll in a night school course 
like auto mechanics. Or try a seminar 
on stocks and bonds." 


Political groups and activities your 


children are involved in are also good 
ways to meet new people. "In an activ- 
ity you meet people with values similar 
to yours, and some of them may be 
pleasant, single men," he commented. 


In contrast, socializing at church ac- 


tivities or at bars produces few con- 
tacts with single people that the newly 
single woman will want to pursue, he 
added. Also, Parents without Partners 
and similar groups are good for the ini- 
tial phase of adjustment. (In the Fox 
Valley, Solo Parents meet at the Nee- 
nah-Menasha YWCA.) 


"Participants in such groups gener- 


ally have little in common besides their 
loneliness," he explained. He also sug- 
gested that newly single women recog- 
nize that loneliness and boredom are 
common feelings they share with hap- 
pily married people. 


"But the rejection that widows and 


especially divorcees experience results 
from a cultural lag in our attitudes 
about divorce and widowhood," Stell- 
man said. Society may take another 20 
years to accept suddenly single 
women," he predicted. 


Few women confronting widowhood 


or divorce, Mrs. Stellman said, know 
the legal costs of their new single 


status. For widows, settling an estate 
should require not more than a year. 


"You should be willing to shop 


ground for a reasonable fee for estate 
Settlement," she advised. "Don't take 


a lawyer's fee based on a per cent of 
the estate's value." Instead, widows 
should insist on a fee based on a stan- 
dard hourly rate or a round figure esti- 
mate. 


New widows or women contemplating 


divorce might request an initial inter- 
view with a lawyer at a flat rate fee. 
During this interview, she can explore 
her prospective attorney's ways of han- 
dling her case and charging for serv- 
ices. 


Divorces which aren't contested and 


lack other big issues to settle should be 
completed in six to nine months, Mrs. 
Stellman noted. 


"About $650 is a fair lawyer's fee for 


all the paper work and essential court 
costs in a divorce," she estimated. 
"But controversies between the separa- 
ting spouses and numerous telephone 
questions will boost this fee." 


The attorney advised divorcees never 


to waive alimony or child support for 
their children. "Leave these options 
open," she said. "Your own or your 
former husband's financial conditions 
may change, so you could regret waiv- 
ing your right to these supports." 


Alimony is not punishment, Mrs. 


Stellman emphasized. It's based on the 
economic needs of both parties. 


In addition to handling legal costs, 


the lawyer continued, a new divorcee or 
widow may find herself suddenly adrift 
financially. "She may find that all the 
credit her family had established with 
banks, stores, insurance companies 
and utilities was in her husband's 
name," she said. 


Suddenly-single women should try to 


:ontinue paying their bills in their hus- 
band's names for several years, she ad- 
vised. Then they should ask for credit 
n their own names. 


Stellman had a financial tip for any 


married woman: Establish credit in 
your own name to safeguard your 
credit as a possible single person in the 
future. 


Turning to the problems suddenly- 


single women face with their children, 
Stellman said these women may won- 
der why their teen-agers win all the ar- 
guments. "The answer is easy — teen- 
agers have more time and energy," he 
said. 


But newly single women aren't alone 


in bringing this double handicap to 
contests with their teen-agers. Many 
married couples, he pointed out, also 
are used to losing arguments with their 
children. Teen-agers' eagerness to test 
and bargain with their parents is part 
of today's way of living. 


"The old pattern of parents on high 


giving orders to their offspring is part 
of the past," Stellman declared. 
"Today, parents find they must nego- 


tiate even the simplest problems with 
their children." 


A parent of any marital status has to 


learn how to pass teen-agers' tests. 
"Avoid long hassles and learn to walk 
away," he advised. 


In bargaining with children of all 


ages, parents need to maintain control 
of the issues which are negotiable, he 
continued. Single parents who pass 
their teen-agers' tests negotiate with- 
out hassles and handle small crises im- 
mediately. They are rewarded by hav- 
ing their children come to them with 
any big crises. 


While his audience giggled at such a 


payoff for all that effort, Stellman said, 
"You would want them to come to you 
with any big problems, such as drugs 
and pregnancy. You want them to trust 
you." 


Often 
suddenly-single women 
are 


overly concerned about their children's 
future because of their single status. 
"Children of broken marriages today," 
he added, "are no more likely to be- 
come delinquent or have broken mar- 
riages themselves than others are." 


What goes on before the divorce is of- 


ten more harmful to a child than the di- 
vorce itself. Many children of all ages 
feel they've contributed to their par- 
ents' divorce and need reassurance. 


"Your children need to continue their 


ties with all their relatives," he noted. 
So divorcees shouldn't divorce their 
former husband's relatives.

"If you have a beautiful crop of hair 


and it's one of your best features, you 
probably won't consider coloring until 
you see your first gray strands," says 
Vern Silverman, director of product 
performance and research for a hail 
products company. 


"Eventually," 
maintains Andre 


Ven— of the Michel Kazan salon, "ev- 
eryone — men and women — must de- 
cide whether or not to color." 


Once the time has come (statistics 


show at least half the women past 40 
color their hair), women are pleased to 
find that today's products not only con- 
ceal gray and restore luster and high- 
lights, but they condition hair. 


"Women with fine hair appreciate 


the texture change that takes place 
with coloring. It gives a feeling of more 
body and managability," Silverman ex- 
plains. 


The beginner usually starts with a 


semi-permanent product which lasts 
through four or five shampoos, she 
notes. "This enriches her own color 
and covers the gray. And she can stay 
with it forever, or move to something 
stronger as her percentage of gray in- 
creases." 


Silverman says women who've never 


liked their natural tone may now exper- 
iment. "They figure as long as they 
have to cover gray, they can be any 
color they like." 


Both experts encourage women to go 


lighter, rather than darken their own 
shade. "Nothing makes a woman look 
older than solid dark brown or black 
hair," warns Andre Verna. "It's harsh 
and it draws attention to facial lines." 


The Kazan stylist is enthusiastic 


about streaking — or highlighting the 
hair with color. "We take individual 
strands and lighten them the way the 
sun does It looks natural and it's flat- 
tering to the face." 


He's adamant that streaking, which 


blends in well with gray hair and re- 


quires less frequent touch-ups than col- 
oring the whole head, be done by a pro- 
fessional. 


"It takes a trained eye and an artis- 


tic bent to put streaks where they'll be 
most flattering. Plus, a layman can't 
really tell when the bleach should be 
removed. Depending on how long it's 
left on, you can come up with brassy 
yellow, copper, pale yellow or white. 
This takes training." 


Vern Silverman is well aware of the 


nuances of color. Every day she over- 
sees development and testing of new 
shades her company will market. "The 
nice thing is you take 10 women with 
essentially the same hair color using 
the same tint, and each will look a little 
different. It's the color you start with, 
plus the color you choose, that pro- 
duces the final result." 


Colored hair requires special care. 


"It isn't just the color," she points out, 
"there's air pollution and the way we 
treat our hair — curling, straightening, 
and spraying. If you give your hair ex- 
tra consideration, such as using a spe- 
cial shampoo and conditioner, you'll 
enjoy it that much more." 


As for summer sun, "Years ago we 


used to tell women to cover their hair 
so the sun wouldn't lighten the color. 
But I've discovered that covering 
makes many women perspire 
profu 


sely, so they may be doing more harm 
than good.

that a federal judge has opened their 
doors to all sexes. 


"It might be fun. You never know who 


you'll meet in a beauty salon," said 
Marjorie Stevenson of Windsor, as she 
settled into a ch'air at a downtown salon. 


She was having her hair done one day 


after U.S. District Court Judge Jon 0. 
Newman ruled unconstitutional the 
section of a state law prohibiting 
hairdressers from serving male cus- 
tomers. The law allows barbers to cut 
the hair of both sexes. 


In his ruling, Judge Newman noted 


that hair fashion has changed since the 
hairdresser law was passed 50 years ago. 


"There is now in vogue among some 


members of the male sex a 'unisex' 
fashion whereby males desire to have 
their hair styled and cut longer in some 
more detailed manner," he said. 


Angelo Bermudez, owner of the 


Michelangelo Beauty Salon in New 
Haven, said he was concerned the ruling 
might be "an invasion of privacy." 


"I don't think women would like to 


walk around in rollers and a bleached 
head in front of men," he said. 


Bermudez said he would accept male 


customers and might do their hair "in a 
back room." 


But most women contacted in a spot 


survey voiced no apprehension about 
sharing their domain with men. 


"It wouldn't bother me in the least. My 


husband sees me in rollers and I have a 
man doing my hair," said Mrs. Enos 
Arnold of V/est Hartford, a patron at 
Nigrelli's Beauty Salon in Hartford.

owner, 


disagreed. 


"I will have a separate area for the 


men to make it comfortable for both 
sexes," he said. Other salon owners said 
they might set up a special time or day 
for men. 


In New York State, either sex may be 


served by a barber or cosmetologist. But 
the shop must provide enclosed booths 
for customers w i s h i n g them and 
requires,a storefront sign w i t h i n . 
Massachusetts has no prohibition on 
men going to beauty salons. 


Margaret Russo, whose salon in 


Hartford caters to an older crowd, said 
"I think the younger girls would love it 
because they might meet a date." 


Some beauty salon owners said men 


had been asking them for hair stylings 
for more than a year but were turned 
away because of the law. 


Another salon owner. Pat Borawski, 


said she didn't think men would take 
advantage of the new ruling. 


"I believe women have their place to 


go and men have their place to go," she 
said. 


Bruno Utley, a West Hartford stylist, 


said men could gain from a trip to a 
salon. 


"It would make them look more 


presentable, instead of walking around 
shabby and unkempt," he concluded.

Cholesterol causes a lot of problems 


The 
way one eats determines cholesterol 
level. Restrict cholesterol-rich • foods 
such as eggs (2 a week is a good limit), 
rreamed 
shellfish, caviar, organ or 


glandular meats (liver and kidneys) 
and bacon, salt pork, salami and 
franks. Fruits and vegetables are good, 
low in cholesterol as are breads and 
pasta. 


Reduce the amount of saturated fats 


in the diet; meat, milk, cheese, butter, 
lard. Limit beef to five times a week;' 


cut back on lamb and pork; buy lean 
cuts, slice off all visible fat. Eat more 
veal, chicken, turkey and fish. Drink 
lowfat milk or buttermilk instead of 
whole milk. 


Include foods rich in polyunsaturated 


fats: safflower, corn, sesame seed and 
cotton seed oils actually work to reduce 
the cholesterol level. Try to limit frozen 
TV dinners and other convenience 
foods. Instead of butter, buy marga- 
rine, the softer it is the more unsatu- 
rated and the better for you. 


Diet — and do it toge'ther. After all,

was made by the Civil Aeronautics 
Board (CAB) an^ upheld by the court 
last week. 


The dehyphenation decision will be- 


come effective in a week to 10 days, ac- 
cording to Karl Baldwin, president of 
Air Wisconsin. 


"It's good news to us," said Watson 


Whiteside, sales manager for Air Wis- 
consin. "We believe the decision consti- 
tutes a landmark case for local commu- 
nity support for frequent commuter 
airline service. 


"We appreciate the community sup- 


port for the separation of air markets 
for this will be an asset to the correct 
routing of inbound air freight and pas- 
senger service," Whiteside said. 


Donald Stone, executive vice presi- 


dent of the Appleton Area Chamber of 
Commerce and a promoter of dehy- 
phenation, said, "It seems to me that it 
was a wise decision on their part not to 
pursue the matter any further. They 
(North Central) didn't have anywhere 
else to go but to the U.S. Supreme 
Court and it is doubtful they would 
have succeeded there. 


"We're satisfied, of course, that they 


have decided to let the decision stand

Oshkosh fought the CAB separation 


decision initially because it feared de- 
hyphenation would cause a reduction of 
prestige and business for its airport. 


The immediate implication of the de- 


cision is that the cross-reference to the 
Oshkosh airport as serving Appleton 
will be eliminated in the official airline 
guide publications distributed world- 
wide. 


It should also facilitate the transfer 


of cargo from other airlines in Chicago 
to Air Wisconsin. CAB will now treat 
the Oshkosh and Appleton markets sep- 
arately for both cargo and passengers. 


The two-year struggle to achieve a 


separation of markets is of consider- 
able importance to the people in the 
Appleton area, Whiteside said. 


For one, it means that Air Wiscon- 


sin's business will be enhanced. It also 
means that CAB has faith in Air Wis- 
consin as a cargo and passenger car- 
riewfor this area and that the courts re- 
spect this judgment. 


"This whole project was brought 


about through local community, gov- 
ernmental and industrial dissatisfac- 
tion with passenger and air freight 
service and the confusion regarding the 
marketing area," said Whiteside.

tion held there, aren't happy with

County committees back 
restaurant-over-avenue idea

The concept of a nightclub built over 


W. College Avenue was given a near 
unanimous endorsement by three Out- 
agamie County Board 
committees 


Tuesday night, but two sticky issues re- 
main to be resolved before a final rec- 
ommendation is made. 


A public hearing was held jointly be- 


fore the zoning, highway and airport 
committees, but it turned out that an- 
other hearing will be necessary before 
the zoning committee 
prior to any 


county board action. 


The developer, Tom Long, was to file 


today a formal petition for a variance 
from the county zoning ordinance's 
highway setback requirement. A for- 
mal hearing must be held on that peti- 
tion. The zoning committee has the au- 
thority to grant the variance without 
county board approval. 


Long is proposing building a night 


club over W. College Avenue about 
1,000 feet east of Two Mile Road. The 
restaurant would be on a 230-foot 
bridge spanning all four lanes of the di- 
vided roadway. The parking lot would 
be south of College Avenue with an en- 
trance off Communications Drive. 


The two issues that must still be re- 


solved are the sale of the air rights 
over College Avenue and sanitary sew- 
age facilities. 


John Conway, owner of the Conway 


Motor Inn, said he was strongly op- 
posed to the project, at least unless the 
county was adequately paid for the air 
rights. He said space in downtown Ap- 
pleton sells for $10 a square foot. "This 
is a valuable asset, it shouldn't be 
given away," he said. "$10 a foot 
should be the minimum." The bridge 
would occupy about 170,000 square feet 
of space. 


The highway committee was dele- 


gated to come up with a recommended 
figure for air rights. 


County Planner Robert Stadel, in a 


written report to the zoning committee, 
suggested that developments of this 
type be handled through the county's 
planned unit development ordinance to 
provide developers with guidelines "so 
that each development could be re- 
viewed from a uniform set of stan- 
dards." 


He noted that while there has not 


been a precedent in Wisconsin for this 
type of development, the Illinois Su- 
preme Court has ruled in that state 
that air rights are saleable. But, he 
warned, "the consequences involved in 


establishing a precedent without stan- 
dards for procedure are unknown. In 
my opinion standards for procedure 
must be established to protect the 
county as well as potential develop- 
ers." 


On the sanitary sewage question, Sta- 


del wrote that "past experience indi- 
cates the septic tank-tile field disposal 
operation would not be adequate for 
land use such as proposed." 


County Coordinator of Public Serv- 


ices Frank Charlesworth had indicated 
at a previous meeting that the land in 
that area probably would not meet the 
requirements for a septic tank.

Executive's 
powers to 
be defined 


Outagamie County will be back in 


court by the end of next week, this time 
over the definition of the word "elect." 


A declaratory judgment 
will be 


sought from Circuit Court Judge Gor- 
don Myse on the issue which could have 
far-reaching implications on the ques- 
tion of appointive powers for a county 
executive. 


The suit has been brought by County 


Executive Alvin Woehler against the 
county board, specifically against 
County Board Chairman Eugene Hig- 
gins, over the board's actions in April 
in electing the board of social services. 


Higgins ruled at that time that the 


words elect and appoint did not mean 
the same thing and that under state 
statutes the county board could elect 
the board of social services. 


Woehler, and Corp. Counsel William 


Schuh, contended that elect and ap- 
point mean the same thing in refer- 
ences to the county board. The statute 
outlining the duties and powers of the 
executive give him all "appointive" 
powers formerly held by the county 
board and board chairman. Woehler 
has argued this means he appoints 
wherever the statutes say a position is 
to be filled by election by the county 
board. 


By coincidence, the five names sub- 


mitted by Woehler for appointment to 
the board of social services were the 
same five that were elected by the 
county board. 


The declaratory judgment was to 


have been mutually sought by Woehler 
and Higgins, with Schuh drawing up 
the papers, to clear up the appointment 
question which involves not only the 
board of social services, but also the 
unified health board, institution 
trustees and county highway commis- 
sioner. Statutes say all of those posi- 
tions can be filled by "election" by the 
county board. 


However, after reading the brief pre- 


pared by Schuh, Higgins declined to 
sign it and hired the firm of Fulton, 
Menn and Nehs to draw up a separate 
brief on behalf of the county board. 


Higgins said he did not dispute the 


background of the issue as presented 
by Schuh, but contended that Schuh 
presented arguements only in behalf of 
Woehler's position. 


ARA reaffirms support 
for Oneida Street span 


The Appleton Redevelopment Author- 


ity (ARA) reaffirmed its support for an 
Oneida Street bridge Tuesday, calling 
it crucial to present efforts to redevelop 
the city's downtown. 


The reaffirmation comes afr^r two 


towns and two villages in Outagamie 
County have adopted resolutions shift- 
ing their support from the Oneida scan 
to one proposed across the Fox River at 
French Road as part of the Tri-County 
Expressway. 


Appleton Area 
Chamber of Com- 


merce Executive Director Donald Stone 
told the authority that officials in those 
communities were being "derelict in 
their duties to county residents" by 
withdrawing support for a span that 
will benefit the entire county. 


ARA Commissioner John McKenzie 


said the bridge was "more critical than 
ever" to Appleton's downtown — which 
furnishes a good piece of county tax 
base — at a time when the ARA is 
ready to embark on ambitious redevel- 
opment efforts that ARA officials be- 
lieve require better downtown access 
from the south. 


McKenzie said the growing county 


opposition to the bridge — the county 
highway committee is expected to 
bring a resolution to the county board 
Tuesday calling for withdrawal of sup- 
port for the Oneida bridge — shows 
"an unfortunate lack of cooperation" 
between the two governmental bodies. 


ARA Chairman Victor Minahan said 


the key to the success of downtown de- 
velopment is access, and the Oneida 
span is crucial to adequate access from 
the growing southern portion of the 
city. 


The ARA unanimously agreed to send 


each county board supervisor a letter 
calling for his or her support of the 
project as vital to both downtown devel- 
opment and the county. 


The county will need the support of 


Appleton to get state funding of the 
French Road bridge, Stone said. 


The towns of Grand Chute and Van- 


denbroek and villages of Kimberly and 
Little Chute have called for a shift of 
support from the Oneida span — which 
the county board last year approved 
paying one-third of the cost for, up to 
$3.5 million — to the French Road 
bridge. 


Among the reasons are what some of- 


ficials have said is the greater impor- 
tance of the French Road span to the 
Tri-County Expressway and the appar- 
ent funding difficulties of the Oneida 
span at the state level. 


Supporters contend, however, that 


the Oneida span is crucial to the entire 
county's tax base because of its impor- 
tance to downtown development. They 
also assert that preliminary planning 
for the Oneida span is well under way 
and state funding in 1975 — which is 
anticipated — will be early enough to 
avoid any construction delays.

Inflation 
control 
questioned

NEW YORK (AP) - 
Distrust is 


growing in American business circles 
about the concepts and techniques of 
economic management, especially in 
regard to inflation control. And with it 
grows a distrust of leadership also. 


While formal surveys may not as yet 


prove there is widespread disillusion- 
ment about concepts and leadership, 
there is little question in discussions 
with businessmen that many harbor 
deep distrusts. 


Many factors are 
involved, chief 


among them being: 


—A wavering economic policy in 


Washington that suggests confusion 
rather than understanding. Repeated 
promises that conditions are bound to 
improve add to the doubts by suggest- 
ing hope rather than knowledge. 


—The documented failure of mone- 


tary policy, as practiced today and on 
which the country now is relying heav- 
ily in the battle with inflation, to have a 
pronounced, prolonged impact. 


—The conviction among practical 


businessmen that high' interest rates 
are merely adding to their costs, and 
their prices, rather than discouraging 
borrowing. 


—A feeling that the minds of eco- 


nomic leaders may be closed to sugges- 
tions and differing opinions, in favor of 
"textbook" theories. 


The latter feeling is fueled to a great 


degree by the apparent determination 
of Arthur F. Burns, Federal Reserve 
Board chairman, to continue a rela- 
tively tight money policy to the brink of 
depression. 


The refusal of the administration's 


new economic spokesman, 
Kenneth 


Rush, to discuss his views before con- 
gressional committees, adds to the feel- 
ing that the economic dialogue is being 
smothered at the very time it needs an 
airing. 


The necessity for discussion of mone- 


tary policy, for example, is made star- 
tlingly clear by the record, 
which 


shows that the prime rate now is more 
than double that of seven years ago, a 
period during which prices soared. 


The current rate varies from 11.5 per 


cent to 11.75 per cent, with one large 
bank at 11.8 per cent. In midyear 1967 
the rate generally was about 5.5 per 
cent. It's rise since then has been ac- 
companied by the worst inflation in a 
generation. 


"There's no question about the abil- 


ity of tight money to create a depress- 
ion," argues John Beckett, chairman of 
Transamerica Corp. He adds pointedly: 
"Whether it can cure inflation is a 
moot point." 


While Beckett is only one of scores of 


businessmen who hold such views, his 
opinions are particularly significant 
because his is a multibillion dollar 
service company, heavily involved in 
insurance and consumer and commer- 
cial loans. 


Beckett maintains that interests 


rates are "the same as any other cost; 
there's nothing unique about them." 
They are usually passed on to custom- 
ers in the form of higher prices. 


As do other businessmen, Beckett 


feels that monetary policy might work 
if it weren't aborted along the way. 
That is, if a depression were permitted 
— and Beckett says he is willing to ac- 
cept it — inflation might be restrained. 


"If a depression were permitted to 


run its course it would do the.job, but 
the politicians won't let it." When the 
going gets tough, he said, the deficit 
spenders will step in and stop the cure 
— and add to future inflation. 


"All 
inflation is, is the taxes you 


should have been paying all these years 
and didn't," he said. "The obvious an- 
swer is that you've got to run surpluses 
in government and pay back the debts 
we already have." 


Other businessmen and financiers 


hold that higher interest rates are frus- 
trating rather than aiding the nation's 
anti-inflation program. Some even 
maintain that an easy rather than tight 
money policy is the answer. 


John Wright, an adviser and analyst 


for scores of financial institutions, be- 
lieves strongly in lower rather than 
higher interest rates, and has con- 
verted many money men to his point of 
view. 


Their reasoning is that the current 


inflation is largely the result of short- 
ages, of an inability of production to 
keep pace with demand. Lower rates, 
they argue, would permit business to 
expand to meet demand. 


Moreover, they say, it would permit a 


greater role by small companies and 
new ventures, which have been badly 
hurt by high interest rates, to bring 
more competition to the market place.

WASHINGTON (AP) - White House 


lawyer James D. St. Clair is preparing 
to call his first witnesses in the House 
Judiciary Committee impeachment in- 
quiry, focusing again on the payment 
of $75,000 to convicted Watergate con- 
spirator E. Howard Hunt Jr. 


St. Clair hopes to convince the com- 


mittee today that the money was for le- 
gal fees, not to keep Hunt quiet. He 
used the same argument last week in 
presenting documentary defense mate- 
rial. 
The payment, which followed a 


March 21, 1973 conversation in which 
President Nixon told his former aide, 
John W. Dean III, that getting the 
money to Hunt was "the prime thing 
that you damn well better get done," is 
regarded by the White House as poten- 
tially the most damaging issue in the 
impeachment inquiry. 


St. Clair's first witness will be Paul 


O'Brien, a lawyer for Nixon's re-elec- 
tion campaign committee, who set the 
payment in motion by relaying Hunt's 
demand for money to Dean. 


At the closed door session, O'Brien is 


expected to testify that Hunt's lawyer, 
William O. Bittman, arranged for him 
to meet Hunt in Bittman's office on 
March 16, 1973, where Hunt made his 
request. 
O'Brien notified Dean the 


same day. 


In other Watergate developments: 
—Two former aides to John D. Ehr- 


lichman testified his only caution in 
approving the Ellsberg operation was 
to make sure it would not be traced to 
the White House. 


—The staff of the Senate Watergate 


committee is reconsidering prelimi-

sources said. 


After O'Brien's testimony, the Judi- 


ciary Committee will hear Frederick C. 
LaRue, a former Nixon campaign offi- 
cial who delivered the $75,000 to Bitt- 
man. LaRue has pleaded guilty to ob- 
struction of justice and is cooperating 
with the Watergate prosecutors. 


In a letter to the Judiciary Com- 


mittee requesting LaRue be called as a 
wu.iess, St. Clair said he expects him 
to say that Dean called him on the 
morning of March 21, 1973 — before 
Dean met with Nixon — and told him 
Hunt wanted the money.

"LaRue telephoned Mitchell, relay- 


ing Dean's conversation, and ques- 
tioned if he should provide Hunt with

Richard S. Salant, president of CBS 


News, said "There it is — for everyone 
to see — what happens when a govern- 
ment controls the news." 


CBS White House correspondent Rob- 


ert Pierpoint said the incident ap- 
peared to violate an agreement binding 
Moscow to allow transmission of any 
news relating to President Nixon's 
summit meetings with Soviet leader 
Leonid I. Brezhnev. 


Elliott Bernstein, an ABC producer, 


said he was warned by Mrs. Valentina 
Zheleznova, a Soviet television official, 
that technicians did not like "the anti- 
Soviet material" prepared for the 
transmissions anc would refuse to re- 
lay them. 


The material included filmed inter- 


views with Sakharov, now on a hunger 


strike on behalf of political prisoners in 
Russia. 


Four hours after Bernstein said he 


was warned, ABC's Harry Reasoner 
and John Dancy of NBC were quickly 
interrupted in midsentence during the 
transmissions of their Sakharov inter- 
views. 


Reasoner tried to explain on camera 


what had happened, but could say only 
that "someone in the hierarchy of So- 
viet television today pulled the plug 
..." before his transmission was halted. 


CBS Moscow bureau chief Murray 


Fromson was cut off while broad"- 
casting outside a building where a 
seminar was to be held in the apart- 
ment of Alexander Voronel, a jailed 
Jewish scientist.

Mrs. King 
is buried 
in Atlanta 


ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) - 
Hundreds 


bid a final farewell today to the slain 
Mrs. Martin Luther King Sr. 


The funeral was set for Ebenezer 


Baptist Church where Mrs. King, 70, 
was shot to death during a service Sun- 
day while she played the Lord's Prayer 
on the organ. Her father, husband and 
two sons nave served as pastors there 
for 80 years. 


She is survived by her husband, Dr. 


Martin Luther King Sr., 74, and a 
daughter, Mrs. Christine King Farris. 
Her younger son, the Rev. A. D. King, 
drowned in his backyard pool in 1969. 


Burial was to be at Southview Ceme- 


tery, four miles south of Atlanta, one of 
the first cemeteries started by South- 
ern blacks after the Civil War. Her son 
Martin was buried there after his as- 
sassination in 1968, but his r.emains 
later were moved to a crypt next to the 
Ebenezer Baptist Church. 


Many civil rights activists and digni- 


taries were expected to attend the serv- 
ices, including Mrs. Elizabeth Ford, 
wife of Vice President Gerald R. Ford; 
presidential assistant Stanley Scott, 
representing President Nixon; the Rev. 
Jesse Jackson of Operation PUSH; 
Vernon Jordan, head of the Urban 
League; comedian Flip Wilson; and the 
Rev. Ralph David Abernathy of the 
Southern Christian Leadership Confer- 
ence. 


Marcus Wayne Chenault, a 23-year- 


old black man from Dayton, Ohio, re- 
mains in jail here charged with the 
slayings of Mrs. King and a church 
deacon and the wounding of another 
woman in the shooting spree Sunday. 


More than 1,000 persons, mostly 


black, attended a memorial service for 
Mrs. King Tuesday night in a chapel at 
Spelman College, where the body of her 
son Martin lay in state in 1968. 


The pale pink casket was closed and 


covered with a bank of flowers when 
King Sr. entered the plain, high-ceil- 
inged chapel, accompanied by his 
daughter, 11 grandchildren and the 
widows of his two sons. 


His face twisted with emotion as he 


stopped briefly in front of the coffin. 
For the rest of the one hour and 15-min- 
ute service he sat quietly in the first 
pew, nodding his head at the praise for 
his wife of 48 years. 


Dr. Benjamin E. Mays, a long-time 


friend of the King family and president 
of the Atlanta Board of Education, said 
King Jr. learned much of his philsophy 
of nonviolence from his parents. 


"They were a living example of what 


it means to live in a world of prejudice 
and violence and live a life of love and 
forgiveness day by day,"Mays said. 


Walter E. Fauntroy, District of Co- 


lumbia delegate to Congress, called 
Mrs. King "the mother of a man and a 
movement that has shaped the destiny 
of millions for our time and all time." 


The final tribute came from Mrs. 


King's only surviving child. 


"Yes," said Mrs. Farris, "Mother

Judge Raymond Choate's ruling 


Tuesday was a reversal of his decision 
last Thursday to find Farr in contempt. 
Choate said he was persuaded in part 
by the argument of Farr's attorney 
that the California shield law protect- 
ing newsmen's 
sources also covers 


grand jury proceedings. 


But two attorneys in the Manson case 


have surrendered to the same judge on 
charges that they perjured themselves 
in denying they gave Farr the story. 


Farr, 39, had been called before the 


grand jury Thursday during its consid- 
eration of perjury charges against Vin- 
cent T. Bugliosi, the Manson trial pros- 
ecutor, 
and Daye Shinn, defense 


attorney for a Manson follower. 


Farr has refused to identify the at- 


torneys who gave him the information 
for his story, which quoted a witness as 
describing an alleged plot by the Man- 
son family to kill several prominent 
show business celebrities. 


Bugliosi, Shinn and four other at- 


torneys all denied under oath that they 
violated a court gag order by leaking 
information to Farr. 


It was not known how the grand jury 


concluded that Bugliosi and Shinn were 
lying. 


Bugliosi entered a plea of innocent 


Tuesday prior to the hearing on Farr's 
contempt citation. Outside the court he 
called his indictment "the most ridi- 
culous, absurd, anemic and improper 
indictment ever returned by a Los An- 
geles County grand jury." 


Choate set July 17 for Bugliosi's pret- 


rial motions. Shinn surrendered 
to 


Choate Monday and received a continu- 
ance until July 9 for his arraignment 
and entering of his plea. 


Farr, who served 46 days of an in- 


definite contempt sentence imposed by 
the Manson trial judge, Charles Older, 
before a state appeals court ruled out 
such "coercive" sentences, said, "I'm 
relieved and delighted." 


But he added that his problems are 


not yet over. He is to appear July 29 be- 
fore Older for further sentencing on the 
original contempt ruling, made before 
the shield law was passed.

Reserve Mining seeks 
OK for challenged site

ST. PAUL, Minn. (AP) - Although 


the State of Minnesota says it will not 
accept a site proposed for on-land dis- 
posal by Reserve Mining Co., U.S. Dis- 
trict Judge Miles Lord says he will be- 
gin hearing evidence on the site July 
10. 


Lord told Reserve Tuesday that the 


burden of proof rests with the taconite 
processing firm to demonstrate that 
the Palisades Creek area is environ- 
mentally sound. The site is located 
about 31/2 miles from the company's 
Silver Bay, Minn., processing plant. 


"I don't know if they can prove it is 


ecologically sound," said Minnesota 
Asst. Atty. Gen. Byron Starns in an in- 
terview. "I doubt it." 


Lord on April 20 ordered Reserve to 


discontinue its practice of dumping 
67,000 tons of taconite tailings daily 
into Lake Superior from the Silver Bay 
plant. 


His order followed a nine-month trial 


in which Lord found the discharge to be 
a substantial health menace. Some tes- 
timony linked asbestos fibers in the 
discharge to cancer. Lord's injunction, 
which closed the Silver Bay plant, was 
stayed two days later by an appeals 
court panel for 70 days. 


Last wek, two weeks of court-ordered 


negotiations between Reserve and the 
state found a site some 20 miles from 
Silver Bay which had been tentatively 
approved by both sides. 


In Tuesday's court session, Reserve 


attorney Maclay Hyde, told Lord that 
the firm would not accept the so-called 
"Milepost 20" site. Hyde said Reserve 
intended to go ahead with the Palisades 
Creek area proposal. 


When Lord asked Starns if agree- 


ment with Reserve was possible, 
Starns replied: "I feel we could nego- 
tiate forever with Reserve before we 
aver reached an agreement."

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina (AP) - 


An endless river of mourning Argen- 
tinians, four and six abreast in lines 
that inched along for hours, filed past 
the casket of President Juan D. Peron 
today. 
Peron's widow, Isabel, postponed the 


state funeral until Thursday so more 
people could pay homage at the open 
casket in the domed 
congressional 


building. Mrs. Peron was her hus- 
band's vice president and succeeded to 
the presidency when he died Monday of 
a heart attack at the age of 78. 


The country remained calm and 


quiet. Government and private offices 
were closed, and a general strike or- 
dered by Peronist labor leaders closed 
most shops as well as factories. 


Many of the first mourners at Pe- 


ron's bier Tuesday leaned down to kiss 
his forehead or to touch his lips with, 
flowers, but police soon began pushing 
away those who got close. In accor- 
dance with Peron's wishes, the body 
will not be embalmed. 


"He is our father," said Hector Hugo 


Costa, a railroad worker who stood in 
line for more than 20 hours. "When 
your father dies, you want to see him." 


"We are going to support Isabel — 


she is our mother," he added. 


The body was dressed in a general's 


uniform, and the hands held a rosary 
blessed by Pope Paul VI when Mrs. Pe- 
ron called on him June 19 during an of- 
ficial visit to Europe. 


The lines stretched for more than 30 


blocks. Many people held blue and 
white Argentine flags with black crepe 
ribbons. Medical teams treated hun- 
dreds who fainted in the long wait, roll- 
ing them on stretchers to medical posts 
for whiffs of oxygen. 


Loud scuffles broke out periodically 


when people tried to break into the 
line, but there was no serious fighting. 
When one incident threatened to get out 
of control, a hundred policemen rushed 
in.

'2,25 T days' —return of a ROW

NEW YORK (AP) - The long July 


4th weekend is upon us and I don't 
know of many who'd pass up the 
brilliant flash of the aerial bomb for 
the dull glow of the TV set But make 
an exception Thursday night 


The reason: An extraordinary public 


TV documentary called "2,251 Days," 
filmed by station KQED in San Fran- 
cisco It concerns one of the best-known 
U S prisoners of war North Vietnam 
freed in March 1973. 


He's Cmdr. Richard A. Stratton, the 


tall, hawk-nosed Navy flier whose bow- 
ing and seemingly drugged appearance 
shocked the nation in 1967 when his 
captors paraded him before foreign 
photographers in Hanoi 


Reunited with his wife and three sons 


in Palo Alto, Calif , after Bl/2 years as a 
POW, 
he may strike some as a philo- 


sophical fossil, a man with an unswerv- 
ing faith in his nation's leadership de- 
spite Vietnam, Watergate and the 
complex, pervasive doubts they raised 


But KQED's study - filming began 


at the Stratton home a month and a 
half before his release — tries to under- 
stand the sources of his faith, his be- 
liefs and does it with no small amount 
of empathy 


In the process, it etches a fine por- 


trait of a guy you d enjoy debating, 
having a beer with, and of a family 
you'd value even if the old man did 
grouse occasionally about the long- 
haired of this world 


Most importantly, the show keeps its 


narrative to a bare minimum, giving 
its subjects a clear, uncluttered forum 
for their views and emotions, be it in a 
kitchen or a backyard St Patrick's Day 
beer bust 


It lets 'he Strattons tell their story, 


augmenting it with the recollections of 
two of his ex-cellmates — Douglas Heg- 
dahl and Cmdr Richard Mullm — and 
those of veteran antiwar activist David 
Dellmger, who once visited Hegdahl 
and Stratton in Hanoi 


A deeply religious Catholic and son of 


a Massachusetts shipping clerk, Strat- 
ton comes across in most instances 
with the warm, dry Irish wit common 
to citizens of his state 


But he shows real anger when dis- 


cussing the torture that made him con- 
fess "crimes" against North Vietnam, 
an act he again repudiates as "a com- 
plete and totally false confession " 


Prison-inspired hatred also shows up 


in his description of his captors "They 
are an armed group of paranoid chil- 


dren who have a national inferiority 
complex " 


The anger shows again, when he says 


the "worst hurt" the POWs brought 
out of Vietnam was that "there are 
American citizens who choose to be- 
lieve the enemy in the foreign capital 
and not believe their president or their 
government " 


Strong, bitter words that perhaps 


time and understanding will change 
But the only real way to assess the man 
who said them is to watch "2,251 Days" 
fiom start to finish Thursday night 


The show runs about two hours and 


20 minutes That's a lot of time, but the 
program contains a lot that helps ex- 
plain this Navy commander who still 
keeps an uncommon faith in an era of 
common disbelief

Bowman sees long strike 
if rookies play games 


MILWAUKEE (AP) - Ken Bowman,

"Nothing would preserve the strike 


longer than if rookies and scab veter- 
ans were used that way, or if the public 
were duped into paying their $7.50 for 
that kind of game," said Bowman, an 
attorney and prime mover in the NFL 
Players' Association (NFLPA). 


"My personal feeling is that the 


Green Bay Packers, who are owned by 
no one individual but by the people of 
Wisconsin who have bought stock in 
them, are in a position of public trust," 
he said. "They have a duty to see this 
end as soon as possible." 


The Packers, a nonprofit corporation, 


had announced earlier they planned to 
play their preseason schedule "if at all 
possible." 


Asked if that meant the Packers 


would play with only rookies and free 
agents if the strike persisted, club 
president 
Dominic 
Olejniczak 
said, 


"Our plan is to play our preseason 
games, period." 


Bowman said club owners were using 


rookies as "pawns" by telling them re- 
porting to camps during the strike 
would increase their chances of making 
a team. 


"If the strike is settled they're either 


going to make the team or not," he 
said. "No matter what the owners try 
to tell you, no more rookies made NFL 
teams in 1970 than have in any year 
since."

Some 50 veteran players were sched- 


uled to throw up a picket line just off 
the U.S. International University 
campus at 11 a.m., EDT, today in hopes 
of persuading rookies and free agents 
not to report. 


The Chargers were the first of three 


NFL teams scheduled to open training 
camps this week. 


An informal survey, however, indi- 


cated that many, if not all, of the young 
players planned to report to the San 
Diego camp. 


And Coach Tommy Prothro said: 


"All of the rookies we've contacted say 
they'll come out. We have talked to all 
but a very few." 


NFLPA Executive Director Ed Gar- 


vey said the union would abide by the 
decision of U.S. International Univer- 
sity not to permit union pickets on 
campus. He claimed that some rookies 
would not report but he declined to 
name them.

Beef middleman claims 
his costs are soaring

The middleman in the chain that 


brings beef from the ranch to the shop- 
ping cart is getting more of your dollar 
than ever before. But he says his profit 
is being gnawed away by everything 
from higher labor costs to more expen- 
sive meat saws. 


Industry spokesmen say wages and 


fringe benefits are 10 to 15 per cent 
higher than last year; the light bill is

anywhere from 10 to 60 per cent 
higher; paper bags and other pack- 
aging are up 25 per cent or more; and 
those meat saws are almost 16 per cent 
more expensive than they were last 
year. 


Elias Paul is president of John Wor- 


rell Co., one of the nation's largest 
packing houses. 


He buys the steer at the feedlot, 


slaughters it and sells it to the super- 
market which sells it to you. 


The latest Agriculture Department 


marketbasket showed the price of 
farm-produced food increased three- 
tenths of 1 per cent in May. 


That meant that on an annual basis, 


it cost $1,733 to feed a hypothetical 
family of 3.2 persons — up $5 from 
April. 


The government said that if middle- 


men had passed along the savings re- 
sulting from lower prices paid to farm- 
ers, the consumer would have saved 
$34 on an annual basis.

He 
said that 75 cents out of every dollar 
that Morrell spends to produce the 
meat for shipment to supermarkets 
goes for the meat itself.

Paul said earnings for the beginning 


of 1974 are below last year, but he de- 
clined to give the figures.

cently urged all retail stores to feature 
beef, to offer more specials, to move 
the meat to the consumer, creating a 
greater demand, getting rid of the 
oversupply and pushing up wholesale 
prices.

Kovaleski does not have the power to 


set the price on any item — unless it is 
perishable and will not last the night. 
The shipments he gets are billed at re- 
tail prices. He's told what his gross 
profit is, but doesn't know the net fig- 
ures. 


Those figures all are kept at com- 


pany headquarters in Philadelphia and 
chain spokesmen do not give out dol- 
lars and cents estimates. They do say, 
however, that labor costs went up 18.4 
per cent over the past year; light and 
power 38.6 per cent; paper bags 31.5 
per cent, interest rates 55 per cent; 
and laundry costs 40 per cent. 


Kovaleski gets a profit quota for each 


department, telling him how much 
money he should make overall. It runs 
about 17 per cent for meat. He says he 


doesn't know how much money is left 
after operating costs and other ex- 
penses come out of that 17 per cent. 


The gross profit margin for the meat 


department of all Pantry Pride stores 
is about 18 to 22 per cent, a spokesman 
said. Meat, he added, is a traditionally 
low profit item. 


How does he know? What are the spe- 


cific figures for the meat money? 


Supermarket 
executives are reluc- 


tant to discuss specifics. 


A.D. Davis, chairman of the board of 


Winn-Dixie Stores, a chain based in 
Jacksonville, Fla., reels off figures to 
show that meat prices have declined 
sharply since the start of the year. Sir- 
loin steak, $1.49 a pound at a Winn- 
Dixie in Atlanta, Ga., compared to 
$1.99 
in January; chuck roast, 69 cents 


compared to 89 cents in January; 
ground beef, 69 cents compared- to $1.09 
in January. 


Davis said labor accounted for about 
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50 per cent of his overall costs last 
year; now, he said, it is 65 per cent. 
"Paper bags have doubled in price, 
polyethylene wrap has doubled, so have 
the trays you put the meat on..." 


It is not unusual for the electric bill 


at a Winn-Dixie in Jacksonville to run 
$4,000 a month, Davis said. Last year, 
it was $2,000 or $2,500, he said. Most in- 
creases, he admitted, have not been so 
severe. Electricity rates in Jackson- 
ville have soared above the average be- 
cause of fuel adjustment charges that 
reflected the increased cost of imported 
crude oil. 


Davis said the supermarkets suffered 


during last year's price freeze on the 
wholesale and retail price of meat. Last 
August, he said, Winn-Dixie was pay- 
ing 56'/2 cents a pound for certain cuts 
of meat; the ceiling price that the store 
was allowed to charge was figured on a 
base period when the store was paying 
40 cents a pound for the same meat 
"We were barely making our payroll 
costs," Davis said. 


If costs are down, why aren't people 


buying? "The consumer got ripped off 
last year," said Davis, adding that boy- 
cotts, freezes, shortages, withholding 
actions contributed to customer confu- 
sion. "Now we have to win them back."

State to let New London contracts

NEW LONDON - The City Council 


Tuesday voted to give the state Depart- 
ment of Transportation permission to 
let contracts for the Pershing Road im- 
provement project if bids are $270,000 
or less. 


Bids for the project, which will in- 


clude widening, grading, paving and 
the installation of curb and gutter on 
County Trunk W, will be opened in 
Madison July 16. The city will pay 30 
per cent of the cost for the 4,400-foot 
project. 


In other business, aldermen set a pri- 


ority list for major road improvements 
for the next five years, stressing that 
the list was tentative and could be 
changed at any time. Top priority was 
given to the reconstruction of the U.S. 
45 truck route. Recent proposals have 
listed the truck route as a new route for 
U.S. 45 through the city, saying the re- 
routing would move traffic faster and 
easier through the downtown area. 


Second priority was listed for the re- 


construction of the St. John Street 
stone bridge, while the installation of 
traffic signals at the corner of Pearl 
and N. Water streets was listed third. 
The final priority was given to the re- 


construction of Division St. from Bea- 
con Avenue to Douglas Street.

Town of Harrison and Calumet County 


It has been decided to schedule more 


meetings throughout the county, since 
most of the problems must be solved by 
the county board 


Dan Van De He>, Neenah, direc'or of 


the East Central Criminal Justice 
Planning Council, who conducted a 
public hearing June 13 in Chilton at 
which Harrison residents complained 
about the lack of law enforcement, told 
the property owners recently that the 
ratio in the state is 2 5 officers per 
1,000 
population, but Calumet County 


has 5 officer per 1 000 residents Later 
in the meeting, this figure was raised 
to 7 officers per 1,000 residents when it 
was pointed out that Appleton police 
protect about 3,000 Calumet County 
residents who live in a portion of that 
city One third of Calumet's population 
lives in Appleton, the Town of Harrison 
and Bnllion 


Van De Hey said federal funds are 


available through his department for 
new programs Money cannot be used 
for expanding present programs 


Calumet Sheriff Ted Pagel rapped 


the county board's protection of per- 
sons and property committee for not 
providing sufficient law enforcement 
officers A patrolman, a juvenile officer 
and several constables also attended 
the meetings 


Pagel read from the comprehensive 


planning report prepared by County 
Planner Roland Tonn, emphasizing 
that the county needed 15-19 additional 
law enforcement officers The report 
states that if only the population of the 
unincorporated areas are considered, 
the county needs an additional 14-16 of- 
ficers 
* 


Pagel defended the position of the 


county police department, stating there 
were two men for 700 miles, making it 
impossible for them to adequately do 
the job they were supposed to do He 
explained that the $10,000 set aside in 
the budget for a man for his depart- 
ment, including car and equipment 
now had gone into the contingency 
fund Pagel said there was $75,000 to 
$200,000 left over every year 


The sheriff also told the concerned 


citizens he was afraid the 75 per cent 
funding for a patrol boat for Lake Win- 
nebago wouldn't materialize because of 
"dragging of feet " There have been 
six boating mishaps this year, he said, 
and while Neenah agreed to help, that

Environment study 
clears way for 
U.S. okay of 1-57 


Po»t-Cr*ictnt Madison bureau 


MADISON - The release of the final 


environmental impact statement for 
the design phase of the Interstate-57 
section from Sheboygan to Green Bay 
clears the way for the Federal Highway 
Administration's approval of the proj- 
ect later this month. 


The State Department of Trans- 


portation, Division of Highways, has 
released a 391-page document that in- 
cludes review of the draft statement re- 
leased last year, as well as highlights 
of public testimony collected at a series 
of information sessions in the three- 
county area last summer. 
** 


State highway officials are making 


clear that they feel that this final state- 
ment will completely justify the con- 
struction of the Sheboygan-to-Green 
Bay phase of 1-57. 


"We have done everything possible 


and necessary to answer the questions 
that have been raised about this proj- 
ect." said Irvin C. Herried, head of the 
division's facilities development bu- 
reau. "We feel that this final statement 
shows that the decisions that have been 
reached by the Department of Trans- 
portation have been justified." 


Herried said that the Federal High- 


way Administration would have to wait 
a required 30 days before taking action 
on the project but he expressed little 
doubt that the northern portion of the 
controversial 1-57 would be approved. 


The final statement was not a re- 


quirement but was requested by the 
State Highway Commission after resi- 
dents of Manitowoc County went to 
court to question the need for the Mil- 
waukee-to-Green Bay highway. 


"There were no major changes from 


the draft statement," Herried said, 
"although there were some adjust- 
ments. We now hope that if we get 
quick design approval that we can start 
construction of the northern portion by 
next July with completion by 1980." 


Herried said that his department 


must get a final construction schedule 
to the Federal Highway Administration 
by next July and that because of the 
tight schedule, "we can't afford any 
more delays." 


Environmental groups and farmers 


in Sheboygan, Manitowoc and Brown 
Counties have objected strongly to the 
intrusion of the freeway into .predomi 
nantly agricultural land. It is esti- 
mated that 80.7 per cent of the land re- 
quired for 1-57 from Sheboygan to 
Green Bay will be agricultural. 


But the proposed route of 1-57 re- 


mains unchanged in the final state- 
ment. The freeway will head northeast 
from its U.S. 42 interchange in Sheboy- 
gan County, parallel to U.S. 141, to 
Highway 151 in Manitowoc County. It 
will then turn northwesterly for ap- 


to U.S. 141, until it reaches the County 
Trunk MM interchange four miles 
south of Green Bay in Brown County. 


The draft statement was sent to sev- 


eral federal, state and local agencies 
last fall and many comments received 
were critical of the 1-57 plan. A spokes- 
man for the U.S. Department of the In- 
terior called the statement "generally 
inadequate" and expressed concern 
about "the continued erosion of our na- 
tion's fish and wildlife habitat base." 


The Department of Transportation 


responded by noting that the Council on 
Environmental Quality's clearance of 
the proposed 1-57 corridor indicates 
that the environment will not be ad- 
versely harmed when compared to the 
benefits to be derived from the project. 


The final statement also included 


comments from officials of the county 
planning commissions, most of whom 
supported the design concept with mi- 
nor suggestions. 


Included also were exerpts from com- 


ments made by persons appearing at 
the seven public hearings held in the 
area last summer. Most comments 
went unanswered but the Department 
of Transportation used some of the citi- 
zen statements to voice its position. 


Joseph Dworak, a Denmark area 


farmer, complained that the freeway 
will destroy "the close social relation- 
ships that persist in smaller towns and 
rural communities." 


To this, the Department responded 


that "we do not agree that the proposed 
interstate will cut neighbors off from 
each other and affect their social rela- 
tionships. With grade separations on 
almost every road, the local road sys- 
tem will be maintained and the neigh- 
borhood contacts will still be able to be 
made."

County panel endorses 
nightclub over avenue

The concept of a nightclub built over 


W. College Avenue was given a near 
unanimous endorsement by three Out- 
agamie County Board committees 
Tuesday night, but two sticky issues re- 
main to be resolved before a final rec- 
ommendation is made. 


A public hearing was held jointly be- 


fore the zoning, highway and airport 
committees, but it turned out that an- 
other hearing will be necessary before 
the zoning committee prior to any 
county board action. 


The developer, Tom Long, was to file 


today a formal petition for a variance 
from the county zoning ordinance's 
highway setback requirement. A for- 
mal hearing must be held on that peti- 
tion. The zoning committee has the au- 
thority to grant the variance without 
county board approval. 


Long is proposing building a night 


club over W. College Avenue about 
1,000 feet east of Two Mile Road. The 
restaurant would be on a 230-foot 
bridge spanning all four lanes of the di- 
vided roadway. The parking lot would 
be south of College Avenue with an en- 
trance off Communications Drive. 


The two issues that must still be re- 


solved are the sale of the air rights 
over College Avenue and sanitary sew- 
age facilities. 


John Conway, owner of the Conway 


Motor Inn, said he was strongly op- 
posed to the project, at least unless the 
county was adequately paid for the air 
rights. He said space in downtown Ap- 
pleton sells for $10 a square foot. "This 
is a valuable asset, it shouldn't be 
given away," he said. "$10 a foot 
should be the minimum." The bridge 
would occupy about 170,000 square feet 
of space. 


The highway committee was dele- 


gated to come up with a recommended 
figure for air rights. 


County Planner Robert Stadel, in a 


written report to the zoning committee, 
suggested that developments of this 
type be handled through the county's 
planned unit development ordinance to 
provide developers with guidelines "so 
that each development could be re- 
viewed from a uniform set of stan- 
dards." 


He noted that while there has not 


been a precedent in Wisconsin for this 
type of development, the Illinois Su- 
preme Court has ruled in that state 
that air rights are saleable. But, he 
warned, "the consequences involved in 
establishing a precedent without stan- 
dards for procedure are unknown. In 
my opinion standards for procedure 
must be established 
to protect the 


county as well as potential develop- 
ers." 


On the sanitary sewage question, Sta- 


del wrote that "past experience indi- 
cates the septic tank-tile field disposal 
operation would not be adequate for 
land use such as proposed." 


County Coordinator of Public Serv- 


ices Frank Charlesworth had indicated 
at a previous meeting that the land in 
that area probably would not meet the 
requirements for a septic tank. 


At the present time there 'is no mu- 


nicipal sewer line in that area. But, 
James Wunderlich, chairman of the 
Town of Greenville, said that town offi- 
cials have talked with Grand Chute of- 
ficials about the sewage question "and 
I am sure something can be worked 
out." 


The development would be in the 


Town of Greenville, but Grand Chute's 
Butte des Morts Utility District is the 
closest to the location. Greenville is in 
the process of creating a sanitary dis- 
trict, but federal aid funds have not yet 
been released. 


Wunderlich said the development po- 


tential of W. College Avenue was great 
and the overhead restaurant would set 
a good precedent. "Things are under 
way in that area," Wunderlich told the 
supervisors. "Opposing the idea would 
not be in the best interest of the 
county." The Greenville town board 
has endorsed the project.- 


John Wilkie, administrative assistant 


for the Appleton Area Chamber of Com- 
merce, also supported the proposal, but 
urged the county to develop a policy on 
air rights and procedures for selling 
air rights. 


He said the chamber did not feel such 


a development would hurt existing 
businesses, but would help to attract 
new business. 


Conway was the only person to ap- 


pear against the proposal, although 
there were others in opposition who 
were unable to attend the hearing, he 
said. 


To permit a night club over College 


Avenue would be giving one person a 
dominant position, Conway contended. 
He said he had no objections if Long 
wanted to build the club adjacent to 
College Avenue. Long owns 30 acres of 
land between W. College Avenue and 
Spencer Street. 


He argued that the airport master 


plan which is now being developed 
must be considered 
since zoning 


around the airport is part of the master 
plan. He also questioned what would 
happen if the restaurant fails. "That is 
a real possibility," he said. 


Supv. George Kroes, chairman of the 


highway committee, said he felt the 
restaurant would help the airport. But 
Conway contended it would have no ef- 
rect on the airport, one way or the 
other. "Eventually a restaurant will be 
needed in the terminal," Conway said. 


County Highway Commissioner Clar- 


ence Brownson also endorsed the con- 
cept, but warned that provisions should 
be written into any agreement to pro- 
tect the public. "Safety must be consid- 
ered first," he said. 


The committee vote to endorse the 


concept was 12-0 with Supv. John Dietz. 
a member of the airport committee, ab- 
staining from voting.

The demise of Juan Peron 


Juan Peron had been President of Argentina the second 


time around for a full year before he died. But he didn't 
achieve the domestic peace and prosperity which his fol- 
lowers kept insisting was bound to come with his return 
during the 18 years of his exile. 


The trouble basically is that Argentina today is not the 


same nation it was, not only 18 years ago, but in the heyday 
of power and success of Peron and his first wife, Evita. The 
Peronist party, once considered radical, remained much 
the same philosophy but the proposals of social reform- 
ers have passed it by. Peron tried to purge the left-wing- 
ers. They took to terrorism which worked for their ances- 
tors when Peron came to power. To "celebrate" Peron's 
first anniversary, they bombed four business firms ir 
Buenos Aires. Argentina continues to limp along with infla- 
tion, a shortage of consumer goods, labor unrest and nc 
agreement at all on how to meet the problems. 


The other main problem is that Juan Peron wasn't the 


same man in 1974 as he was in the 1950's. He was 78 and 
had been ill several times in the last year. He had the flu so 
severely he was unable to attend the observance of his anni- 
versary of taking office. In his incapacity he installed his 
young wife "temporarily" in command as vice president, 
and she now succeeds him as president. 


He struck out at his opponents in the way of aging lead- 


ers throughout history. He called them "beardless infil- 
trators" and "mercenaries at the service of foreign 
forces." But the epithets didn't deter or impress any 
longer. And they solved nothing. 


Peron threatened to resign a couple of times to try to 


unify his party and the country. But such tactics are suc- 
cessful in the long run only if Peron could have demon- 
strated that things would be worse without him. And now 
that opportunity is denied him. 


Peron's brief second career as president of Argentina 


demonstrates that new problems cannot be solved with old 
ideas. There is a slight chance that his wife has learned 
that lesson and will strike out in new directions. But the 
power politics which kept Peron in power years ago are 
simply not available to his young successor. 


Independence as treason 


As this country nears the two hundredth anniversary of 


its struggle for independence it's difficult to realize that 
the colonials at the beginning weren't striving to get out of 
the British Empire. The ideas of independence developed 
slowly. 


After all, the very idea of advocating the setting up of the 


United States was treason—just as advocating secession 
was so regarded in 1860, just as sometimes even criticism 
of the Administration in Washington is so regarded by fa- 
natical traditionalists today. It took years of economic ineq- 
uities, British forces obnoxiously stationed in colonial vil- 
lages, and the rejection of American requests and then 
demands in London before there was much backing for lib- 
erty. 


Even after there was war, there was no unity. As late as 


May, 1776, John Adams' biographer, Catherine Drinker 
Brown, wrote of the gradual changes in attitudes. "With. 
dismay the moderates saw the word 'independence' ban- 
died about freely in street, tavern and club. Since Tom 
Paine's pamphlet, the King's Prohibitory Act, Howe's evac- 
uation of Boston, independence seemed to have lost its ter- 
rors. Radical newspapers, radical provincial orators dis- 
cussed separation from Britain as if it were a problem 
merely of when, rather than a wholly unsolved and unde- 
cided question for gravest debate . . . John found himself 
one day hopeful, the next day wildly exasperated. How slow 
the Middle colonies were!" And when a resolution passed 
the Continental Congress which proposed setting up a gov- 
ernment because "no government sufficient to the exi- 
gencies of their affairs have hitherto been established," 
Adams was confronted with angered moderates who be- 
rated him for creating "a machine for the fabrication of in- 
dependence." 


And of course he had. When the Declaration was finally 


accepted, Adams wrote that "this is our day of deliv- 
erance." In a letter to his wife, Abigail, he said that "the 
greatest question was decided which ever was debated in 
America; and a greater perhaps never was, nor will be, de- 
cided among men." 


But it was the aging Benjamin Franklin who made the 


comment most pertinent to Americans in later years, in- 
cluding now. The United States had independence, he said, 
if they could keep it. 


It was, indeed, an idea whose time had come. But it 


caught fire slowly and was a long time in flaming bright. 


Invitation to more terrorism 


It's pretty hard to understand what the government of the 


Sudan was trying to do in releasing the terrorists who mur- 
dered three hostages a year ago. 


The eight self-proclaimed members of the Black Septem- 


ber gang, an offshoot of one of the guerrilla groups in the 
Palestinian Liberation Organization, kidnapped United 
States Ambassador Cleo Noel, Jr., and his predecessor as 
chief of the mission in Khartoum, George Moore, along 
with the Belgian chief of mission, Guy Eid. All three men 
•were slain after allegedly being tortured. When the terror- 
ists surrendered, they were definitely to be brought to jus- 
tice, according to President Gaafar al-Nimeiry. There 
never was any doubt as to their guilt. 


Last week the eight were indeed sentenced to life impris- 


onment. But then President Nimeiry made a mockery of 
the convictions and his own earlier statements. First he 
commuted the life sentences to seven years which included 
the fifteen months the men had already spent in prison 
awaiting trial. Then he turned them over to the Palestinian 
Liberation Organization. The men were flown in a special 
plane to Cairo. 


The United States has officially protested the action. 


Egypt's own role is a little hard to understand in the light 
of the recent extensive efforts to improve relations with the 
United States. 


But the foolishness could well boomerang. By refusing to 


take a firm stand against terrorists, Nimeiry is only invit- 
ing an attempted overthrow of his own regime through ter- 
rorism.

Parties cannot enforce purity of creed 


MADISON — Democrats in the legisla- 


ture are understandably irritated by the 
persistent demand of the more zealous 
advocates of liberal ideological purity in 
the Democratic campaign machine for 
the auditing of roll call performance in 
the Senate and Assembly to test adhe- 
rence to the party position as asserted in 
convention resolutions. 


Assembly Speaker Norman Anderson 


has circulated what is for him an unusu- 
ally verbose letter of remonstrance, 
largely centering on the technical diffi- 
culties of judging the meaning of all roll 
call votes, as in procedural situations. He 
makes good points. Considerable sophis- 
tication is required to measure roll call 
performance without injustice *o some- 
body in nearly every instance, as every 
politician with any Madison experience 
knows. 


He might have added, but did not, that 


a couple of hundred delegates voting in a 
hall on behalf of a handful of partisans in 
their home counties are presumptuous in 
suggesting that Rep. Smith or Kowalski, 
or whoever, should follow their bidding 
rather than what he understands to be 
the wish of a constituency of 40,000 per- 
sons or more that sent him to Madison 
and will surely refuse to do so again if he 
persists in voting against their wishes. 


There is echoed in the Democratic con- 


vention demand for audits of the ideologi- 
cal purity of Democrats in office traces of 
the rigid orthodoxy that 
characterized 


the old line radical factions in Wisconsin, 
the Socialists of old Milwaukee, the off- 
shoot Farmer-Labor-Progressive feder- 
ation, and others. 


These movements failed to survive. 


They failed even during their most pros- 
perous days to win a solid foothold in this 
state precisely because the electorate has 
had a pronounced streak of independence 
and disdain for doctrinal rigidity. In any 
typical legislature of this state in the last 
half century, it would have been impos- 
sible to identify more than a handful of 
members who never wavered on declared 
positions of the party of their adherence. 


Indeed, in at least half of the districts 


of Wisconsin under the current appor- 
tionment of the legislature, a representa- 
tive or a state senator would find it diffi- 
cult to hole his seat without some 
departures from the party line. 


Democrats might make an ideological 


audit stick if they limited it to some of 
the familiar issues, the favoritism for or- 
ganized labor, for example. But it is one 
of the distinguishing characteristics of 
the modern Democratic state party orga- 
nization that it stands substantially to the 
left of most elected Democrats on many 
questions, including sensitive and politi- 
cally volatile questions of social policy. 


Demands for liberalization of abortion 


and contraception laws are now standard 
diet for Democratic convention delegates. 
On both questions Democrats in the legis- 
lature have been among the most deter- 
mined opponents for the transparent rea- 
son that they know the attitudes of their 
constituencies without any implication of 
doubt about their sincerity. 


There are numberless illustrations on 


scores of issues. On the issues cited, 
Reps. William Rogers of Kaukauna and 
Joanne Duren of Cazenovia 
illustrate 


handily. Both hold seats that are appar- 
ently now safe for them, but which dur- 
ing most of this century were occupied by 
Republicans. Both have fought the issues 
cited with consistency and tenacity. Their 
zealousness leaves no reason to doubt 
their sincerity. But the record is also ob- 
vious that their positions are supported 
by their constituencies. 


Several years ago a Republican state 


convention in an inattentive moment 
adopted a resolution censuring several 
Republican state senators for departing 
from supposed party policy. The incident 
was instantly recognized as an egregious 
blunder and it has not been repeated. 


Some acceptance of expediency, 
and 


accommodation to realities, is required 
in a two-party system if party adherents 
truly believe that their general cause is 
worthy. Only the hapless splinter parties 
can hope to demand purity of creed.

lidays simply mean

The Fourth of July, birth of our inde- 


pendence, is still hanging in there in 
spirit and original date, along with the 
two superstars, Thanksgiving and 
Christmas. 


When we really celebrated 


But when it comes to custom, the 


Fourth of July no longer resembles the 
big celebration that it was 30 years ago, 
or even 10. In the old days, there were 
community parades and" huge family 
picnics and an exciting and noisy dis- 
play of fireworks on nearly every lawn 
after dark. 


Now only about one household in 10 


even remembers to hand out an Ameri- 
can flag on Independence Day. And the 
fireworks with the biggest bang and 
the most amazing pops and snaps have 
been banned since 1966 as safety haz- 
ards to children. 


What is currently left of the July 


holiday is mostly the pleasure of sleep- 
ing late, an occasional fireworks dis- 
play in the center of town controlled by 
the civic fathers, and

along the route to the beach. 


The new Consumer Product Safety 


Commission, however, insists tha't 
there are still so many careless individ- 
uals privately using the small, legal 
fireworks that some 6,500 victims were 
treated for emergency burns last year.

At stake, from the indus- 
try's point of view, is the sale of 
roughly $25 million worth of 
fire- 


crackers and other fireworks (some of 
which technically would still be legal, 
but only if they carry warning labels;' 
an impossible task to accomplish be- 
fore this year's holiday). 


The industry is no more able to pro- 


duce firm data about the pleasure that 
would be lost by a tireworkless hol- 
iday than the commission is able to 
prove the number of injuries it will 
prevent. 


In any case, the commission does not 


have the authority to forbid fireworks 
for legitimate public display purposes, 
since the law assumes the adults which 
operate such displays are more knowl- 
edgeable and careful than children - 
an assumption which may be open to 
question.

people will, in the end, have to bow to

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Fischer's resignation called pregame 
ploy by chess champion's friends 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - Why did 


Bobby Fischer, 31-year-old world chess 
champion, resign his title and an- 
nounce he wouldn't participate in the 
world championship tournament next 
February? 


Some of Fischer's friends say his 


refusal to defend his title is merely a 
bluff, reminiscent of his behavior in 
the on-again, off-again match with Rus- 
sia's Boris Spassky two years ago in 
Iceland. At that time, Fischer argued 
about the amount of money he was to 
receive as a tournament prize and com- 
plained about playing conditions. 


Fischer sent a cable to the Inter- 


national Chess Federation in Nice, 
France, last week, resigning his title. 


The federation's general assembly 


has agreed to a 36-game limit to deter- 
mine the world champion at the next 
tournament, including games that end 
in a draw. Fischer does not want a 
limit put on the number of games to be 
played, nor does he want draws to be 
counted. 


Fischer has been unavailable for 


comment, but Lena Grumette, a friend 
who heads the Chess Set Club in subur- 
ban Pasadena, thinks Fischer's refusal 
to defend his title is nothing more than 
a publicity stunt. 
"Bobby's told me many times that he 


is going to be world champion for 30 
years," she said. 


John W. Collins, a New York chess 


master who contributed much to Fis- 
cher's early chess development, said 
Tuesday that Fischer's action is just 
pregame psychological strategy. 


Jeffrey Kastner, resident master of 


the Manhattan Chess Club in New York 
City, agrees. "This is just early 
prematch psychological pressure," 
Kastner said. 


Mike Justice, a Worldwide Church of 


God minister in Pasadena, said 
Bobby's resignation is a typical Fis- 
cher action. "That's the type of person 
Bobby is. He has a very demanding 
personality," Justice said. Fischer has 
contributed money to the fundamental- 
ist sect, but never actually joined the 
church. 


Fischer's' behavior in the past, both 


on and off the tournament circuit, has 
been erratic. When he won the U.S. 
Chess Championship in 1958 at age H 
and became an international grand 
master of chess, critics were already 
dubbing him "eccentric." 


While other competitors would show 


up at a match in a suit and tie, the 
young Bobby always wore T-shirts, 
scruffy corduroy pants and sneakers. 
In late adolescence he acquired a taste 
for foreign tailors and made-to-order 
suits. 


Even when he is playing a game, Fis- 


cher's behavior seems demanding. He 
calls for less noise from the audience 
or better lighting or a different board 
or chair.

It said the chogyal, or king, Palden 


Thondup Namgyal, informed the In- 
dian political officer in Sikkim that he 
would give his formal assent to the con- 
stitution. 


The document, drawn up by an In- 


dian legal expert and approved by a 
popularly elected assembly, leaves the 
51-year old husband of former Ameri- 
can debutante Hope Cooke only a titu- 
lar ruler. 


It also increases India's influence 


over his 200,000 subjects, but widens 
public participation in the government 
through a ministry that is expected to 
take office during the coming week. 


Under the constitution, all effective 


powers will be held by an Indian chiel 
executive who will serve as president 
and speaker of the assembly. The cho- 
gyal will be asked to give his formal 
assent to legislative matters. 


The Indian Foreign Ministry said the 


chogyal. in his crucial meeting in 
Gangtok. Sikkim, with the Indian gov- 
ernment representative, explained thut 
he had "some reservations" about the 
constitution. 


But the announcement, quoting an of- 


ficial message from Gangtok. said "af- 
ter further consideration he — the cho- 
gyal — has decided to give his assent to 
the bill." 


The chogyal spent last week m New 


Delhi complaining to Indian officials 
that he thought the constitution would 
erode the separate identity and politi- 
cal status Sikkim has enjoyed as an In- 
dian protectorate since 1950. 


But the government leaders, includ- 


ing Prime Minister Indira Gandhi, 
urged him to approve the constitution, 
which they said was designed to usher 
democracy into the mountain kingdom.

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Psychology helping obese slim down

CHICAGO (AP) - Psychologists are 


succeeding where physicians have failed 
in helping fat people lose weight, a 
.California psychiatrist says. 


And they're doing it without special 


diets, he said. 
, Dr. Albert J. Stunkard said that in the 
past three or four years effectiveness of 
weight reduction programs has 


improved 50 per cent through the use of 
what psychologists call behavior 
modification or operant conditioning. 


Stunkard, chairman of the psychiatry 


department at Stanford University, told 
newsmen at the annual meeting of the 
American Medical Association Monday 
that the medical profession "has been 
very backward" in using this new, 
proven technique to help people lose 
weight. He said "psychologists all over 


the map are doing it." 


The psychiatrist, who described the 


technique at the AMA meeting, said he 
has been involved with about 130 obese 
patients at the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, where he formerly taught, and at 
Stanford. 


Obese patients enrolled in these group 


therapy programs do not have to go on 
special diets and are not even told to 
restrict their food intake at first. 


It begins with the patients keeping a 


diary of when, what and how much they 
eat and how they feel when they do it 


Stunkard reported that just keeping 


records helps patients start losing 
weight as they become aware of how 
much they eat. 


Patients are advised not to have a lot 


of food around their homes and to keep 
away from tempting situations They are 
told to eat in just one place in the house. 


People who eat while watching 


television, for example, become 


stimulated to eat in that situation, 
said. 


Fat people ajso tend to eat faster than 


others, and the physiological signal that 
they are full is not triggered until after 
they've overeaten, the psychiatrist said. 
Therefore, they are advised to put down 
their knife and fork between bites. 


"A lot of obese people are not aware of 


what they're eating — they don't taste 
their food," Stunkard said. 


On the average, patients lose I'/i 


pounds a week during the 10 weeks of the 
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group therapy sessions and continue to 
lose during a period of follow-up and the 
weight loss is maintained, he reported 


Many of the obese patients become 


aware from their diaries that they eat 
when they are anxious or depressed or 
otherwise disturbed, and when this 
becomes apparent they develop other 
ways of coping. Stunkard said. 


He said a special effort is made to 


avoid having the obese patients think 
they're going on a diet because "going 
on a diet implies you're going of fa diet."

Here are the facts 
There are no 


"shots" that will make your breasts 
grow bigger — any more than there are 
"shots" that will make your feet or 
your ears or some other part of the 
anatomy grow 


The only thing that can be done with 


a needle is to pump something into the 
breasts This has been done — inject 
mg sihcone into the breasts to "pump 
them up " 


Unfortunately there is nothing to pre- 


vent sihcone thus injected from moving 
about in the body, neither is there any- 
thing to make it hold its shape Some 
women (primarily showgirls) have re- 
sorted to such measures as wearing a 
firm brassiere 23 hours a day to try to 
maintain the shape 


In other cases, sihcone has been 


found to have migrated all the way 
through the body, even down into the 
legs 


Quite aside from these troubles, the 


Food and Drug Administration is not 
yet satisfied as to how much danger to 
health can result from this wandering 
sihcone 


So the upshot is this Such injection 


of sihcone is not permitted under fed- 
eral laws In all probability, you and 
your friends won't find a doctor who 
will consider doing it Or if you did find 
somebody, he would be operating out- 
side the law, and you should have noth- 
ing to do with him — for your own 
safety 


The one approved method of breast 


.augmentation (making the breasts big- 
ger) is the implantation of properly 
shaped sacs filled with sihcone 


This is not a matter of "shots " It is 


a plastic surgery procedure It can be 
done successfully and with full ap- 
proval of the authorities 


The sac is implanted under the 


breasts and attached to muscles of the 
chest As a sac it maintains its in 
tended shape It also prevents the sili- 
cone from mign~Li ig or coming in con 
tact with the tissues of your body It 
does not interfere with subsequent 
breast feeding The sincone approxi- 
mates the consistency of breast tissue 
itself 


But it is, obviously, a major surgical 


operation, 
requiring hospital ization 


And it is expensive 


As for "shots" — forget about them
